^ Priests and peddlers are probed. 

^ Judges and Generals are indexed, 

^ Women as well as men are spied upon. 

^ Members of Congress are given special '"attention." 

Congressional Committees have had their investigatoir. 
"investigated" and "trailed" by "agents" of this lui-American 
imderground. 

The New York Police Department was given a careful **in- 
Sfjection" by these amateur sleuths in a search for "fronters" 
and '"fascists." 

Top flight commissioned officers, in both Military and 
Naval Intelligence, have been checked by these snoopers and 
smeared as "'Fascists" and "anti-Semites."* 

The personnel of the Department of Justice has been 
"examined" by these private spies in a hunt for "members or 
officials of the Bund or Nazi Party." 

Even J. Edgar IJoover has been "'shadowed" and his per- 
sonal and professional (alleged) ""derelictions" have been set 
down in a special dossier. 

And, to emphasize the total irresponsibility of these half- 
witted Dick Tracys, they dared to invade the sacred con- 
fines of a seminar for converts to Catholicism in order to 
snoop and spy on the Right Rev, Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen, 
Professor of Philosophy at Catholic University of America. 

Chtu-ches, religious organizations, business institutions, 
public agencies, government departments, patriotic and politi- 
cal groups are constantly being visited by snoopers who re- 
port to a private, self-styled "Department of Investigation." 

* As a result of this the Navy has disbanded its Counter Intelligence Section 
which was devoted mainly to investigating: suspected Communists slated for 
commissions or scheduled to work in Navy yards. 
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The Dies Committee is catalogujed as a Fascist outfit. The 
America First Committee was listed as an un-American move- 
ment. The American Defense Society, Inc., thie Bible Cyclora- 
ma, Inc., Little Business Men of America, the Prayer League 
of America, the Racquet Club, the Republi'can Club of Amer- 
ica, Society of the Cincinnati (composed of lineal descendants 
of George Washington's officers) , U. S. Police Reserve Associa- 
tion, and the International Catholic Truth Society are named 
as '^subversive" organizations in the "secret" files. 

Investigation further discloses that the UN AMERICAN 
GESTAPO'S listing of ''borderline'' subversive groups includes 
the American Bar Association, the Republican National Com- 
mittee, the National Association of Manufacturers, the Knights 
of Columbus, the National Americanism Commission of the 
American Legion and the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 

The busybody snoopers of the UNAMERICAN GESTAPO 
are eavesdropping on everybody, anywhere and everjrwhere. 
They even listen in on radio broadcasts of possible , ideolo- 
gical significance, analyze them and report their suspicions.

American Amiericans in every walk of life are being 
checked and double checked, not in regard to what they are 
doing now as members of the armed forces or as civilian pa- 
triots on behalf of our war effort, but as to their attitudes be- 
fore Pearl Harbor ... as to their economic land political views 
... as to their religious beliefs ... as to their personal affairs. 
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Were they "isolationists," "appeasers"? 

Are they anti-Semitic, anti-Commtinist, anti-New Deal? 

Do they know anybody who is? 

And! what ahout their love life? 
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The "Chief Investigators" want to know! The Smear ^ 

Bund needs a lot of dirt . . . any kind of dirt. 

No loyal citi^ien would object to any inquiry for any legi- 
timate purpose by responsible authorized ofRcial representa- 
tives of any investigative agency of the government, local, 
state or national, but the record shows that among the perpe- 
trators of this Nazty business is a prize collection of ex-con- 
victs, dope addicts^ crack-pots and superduper phonies who 
are directed or aided and abetted by "smart" lawyers, "reput- 
able" business leaders and "honorable" government officials. 

These phony "investigators" and amateur spies are in the 
employ of such organizations as the Anti-Defamation League, 
the Friends of Democracy, the American Jewish Comraittee, 
the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League^ to Champion Human 
Rights, the American Jewish Congress, and Market Analysts, 
Inc, to mention a few, and their largely inaccurate and asi- 
nine "reports" have been used by such conspicuous and repre- 
sentative creatures of the Smear Bund as Walter Winchell, 
Drew Pearson and Rex Stout, and by such notorious organi- 
zations as the CIO Political Action Commiittee, and such sub- 
versive smear sheets as the New York Post, the Communist 
Daily Worker, and the alleged newspaper PM, among others. 

The UNAMERTCAN GESTAPO has important contacts in 
high places in the New Deal Administration^ even in the 
White House Palace Guard, and it has secured the active co- 
operation of Government departments and ae^encies, including 
the Department of Justice.

It instigated and promoted the campaign to Smear and 
Purge Congress in 1942, 

It is smearing Congress today. 

Although there are many side issues involved, the main 
objectives of this sinister and subversive enterprise are the 
ruthless suppression of "old-fashioned*' defenders of American 
tradition and the American system of society and government 
. , . the relentless silencing of those ^^nationalist" voices cry- 
ing out for the preservation of American sovereignty . . . the 
diabolic destruction of all Constitutional barriers* to collectiv- 
ism . . . the subtle usurpation of administrative governmental 
powder as a prelude to the eventual absorption of the United 
States into a World State of Communist structure.

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those unjustly included may be a few who were too outspoken, 
a few who were 'over enthusiastic in their defense of Constitu- 
tional government, a few who were, perhaps misguided . . , 
but they were none-the-less sincere and loyal to America and 
its institutions. The evidence and charges against some of 1 

them is so weak that the Department of Injustice hesitates to 
try them in court. The rest are now being prosecuted in a 
mass trial, a la Moscow. | 

Good Americans will applaud the indictment and convic- ; 

tion of admitted Bundists, pro-Nazis and Axis agents who are 
guilty of sedition. But many of those indicted are admittedly 
nothing more than outspoken and fanatic anti-Semites, anti-

pathic prosecutor's attempt to construe these *'crlmes" as \ 
sedition. 

^ Anti-Semitism is un-American, but it is not unlawful.

^ To preach anti- Communism may be the height of dis- 
loyalty in the Marxian minds which abound in offi- 
cial Washington, but it is not treason — NOT YET. 

The methods used to obtain these indictments constituted 
an un-Amerioan procedure which smelled to high heaven and 
mocked Justice. Constitutional guarantees were flaunted 
and the indictments were based on a tortured misinterpreta- 
tion and a miserable misapplication of the law.

A Reporter's Report to the Nation * 

Niext to the Oommunists and the Left Wing press, Walter 
Wlnchell, ex-isolationist and dupe of Axis agents, has been 
the principal promoter of UNDER COVER .... He plugged it 
constantly, even before publication, in both his daily column 
of caliunny and weekly wail over the air ... In his anomalous 
role of shrieking violet he has dubbed himself "No. 1 Sales- 
man for UNDER COVER." 

Wlnchell perhaps is better qualified than any other per- 
son in the United States to estimate the qualitative and quan- 
titative value of this smelly smear book. WiucheU was spread- 
ing the same smear long before "Carlson" decided to become 
an "investigator" for the UNAMERICAN GESTAPO and a 
* 'front" for the Smear Bund. 

It was Wincheirs libels and slanders that caused him to 
be "retired" as an officer of the United States Navy. And Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox promised *'I have no intention to call 
him back to active duty," rather than permit the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee of the H^use of Representatives to continue a 
scheduled investigation into Wincheirs conduct. Of course, 
such an investigation would have embarrassed the Navy, 

Among the charges filed against Lieutenant Commander 
Winchell was the pro^^able fact that he had been a pitiful 
dupe of Axis agents and had published and broadcast Nazi 
propaganda in the face of a warning by his Commander-in- 
Chief, President Roosevelt, who had declared that our great 
war effort must not be impeded by bogus patriots who use the 
sacred freedom of the press to echo the propagandists in 
Tokio and Berlin. 

Since this serious charge is so hard for an uninformed 
public to believe, it will be the more convincing if Winchell 
should testify against himself. Take one example. On Jan- 
uary 5, 1942 the Great Oracle was the first to tell the public; 

''One of the biggest yells about Pearl Harbor, when it is 
aired, will be the realization that the shortage of miedical sup-

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plies there necessitated an over amount of amputations 
among the casualties." 

A month later, on Feb, 2, 1942, without mentioning the 
fact that he had spread the story himself, the toilet lotion 
salesman "colyuxnned** this bit of patriotic intelligence : 1 

**The recent rumors thac there were 'needless amputa- 
tions at Pearl Harbor because of alleged lack of m^edical sup- ^ 
plies' was apparently planted by enemy agents. Not true! — '* \ 

In the U. S. Government pamphlet, * 'Divide and Conquer/' 
published by the Office of War Information, there is this il- 
luminating reference; 

**I>ay after day. tlie Axis shoTl waves pour falsehoods into 

the United States. Hitler cominunieates with his a^rents here ^ 

by these short-wave broadcasts. Listening to the programs, i 

they learn the current propaganda line and immediately act ; 

upon it, spreading' rumors that will leave the impression on , J 

American minds that Hitler wishes to leave. Since the war 
began, German short waves have shouted of , . . exaggerated 
losses at Pearl Harbor," 

Wiinchell probably was not an intentional traitor in this a 

instance. But to say by way of excuse that he had unwit- 
tingly made a mistake is to say that he is a fool. The Naval 
Affairs Committee had intended to find out just what a fool 
was doing fooling around in a Naval Officer's unif omL 

It would also have been inevitable that he would have 
been called to accoimt for the many defamatory broadcasts 
and countless coliunn items in which he did a definite disser- 
vice to the nation, gave aid and comfort to the enemy, helped 
Hitler*s "divide and conquer" strategy and created disunity 
in the war effort through vicious and unfounded sniping at- 
tacks on many loyal Americans in every walk of life, including 
members of the armed forces and Members of Congress. 

In the book, ''Smash Hitler's International/' copyrighted 
by Time Magazine, Edmond Taylor, author of *'The Strategy 
of Terror'* and a real expert on Nazi propaganda, writes: 

"Nazi political services comb the gossip colum:ns of the ^ 

Amjerican tabloids, and a sterling anti-Nazi gossiper like Wal- - 

ter Winchell would probably be horrified if he knew the stra^ 
tegic uses to which some of his little scoops might be put." ^ 

Just one of Hitler's little helpers ! "Hm !" i 

Another charge Lt. Commander Winchell would have 
faced concerned his slurs against the United States Army, 
which had become so obnoxious that Lit. Col. James P. Whar- 
ton, Chief of Military Intelligence of the Third Corps Area, on 
April 13, 1942, Issued a statement branding Winchell's broad- 
cast the previous night as *'detrirruental to the armed forces'' 
and "contrary to military interests." 
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Perhaps the most reprehensible refer enoe^ to the Army, 
and one which could hardly be expected to lift the morale of 
our soldiers to a new high, was WinchelFs exclusive **flash" 
four months after Pearl Harbor, that '*the nation's richest 
pansy is now in the Army." 

Winchell started a real furor whei\ he falsely reported 
that the Army had purchased 5,000 copies of UNDER COVEK. 
Several aroused Congressmen and many incensed citizens im- 
mediately inquired of the War Department if this were true, if 
this seditious book, which could not help but undermine Army 
morale, was actually being distributed in such numbers. 

While a survey was being conducted, Winchell charged in 
effect and without foundation in fact, that the Army was 
suppressing the book and that Congressman Clare E. Hoff- 
man had asked the Army to withdraw it from post libraries. 
By indirection he also made the false accusation that Army 
officers were taking the. book from soldiers who had the books 
as their personal proj>erty. He ridiculed one Army officer 
because of his name, and accused two others of being liars. 

On December 21, 1943, Congressman Hoffman declared on 
the floor of the House of Representatives that the War De- 
partment had advised him that 363 copies of the book had 
been bought by individual camp and post hbraries and that 
107 copies were on order. 

"So what has Walter done here?" Mr. Hoffman asked. 
**He just lied when he said the Army bought 5,000 copies, and 
that I tried to have the books withdravsna. I simply asked the 
War Department how many they bought to find out how big 

a liar Walter was/* 

On one broadcast in this connection, Oct. 31, 1943, Win- 
chell brazenly attempted to incite Army personnel to insubor- 
dination. After intimating that servicemen were being pre- 
vented from reading UNDER COVER by their superior offi- 
cers, he advised: "In short, ladies and gentlemen, read *Under 
Cover' — soldier or civilian — read it ... " 

On another occasion, Jan. 9, 1944, Winchell boasted of his 
deliberate intention to undermine the morale of the armed 
forces, especially of fighting men who had been wounded. He 
told of receiving complaints about Nazi prisoners of war being 
permitted to do their Xmas shopping in a southern city. He 
inferred they were practically unguarded and added: **I am 
sending those complaints to some friends of mine who were 
wounded while capturing war prisoners, I am sure they will 
be overjoyed — disgusted, or something . , 
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So, it is not to be wondered that the so-called newspaper 

PM felt obliged to report on February 11, 1943, that: 

/ 

**Major General Alexander Surles (Head of War Department 
Public Relations) and other Army officers . « , made clear 
that they don't like . . . Winchell broadcasts, but didn't want 
to interfere directly." 

ThB-phony-of-tfiB-tveek ... 

In any investigation the question of under what circum- 
stances, and in the pursuit of what business, Winchell wore 
his uniform,, is bound to come up. Replying to previous cri- 
ticism, Winchell has claimed that he has never broadcast his 
lies and slanders while in Navy uniform and he has gone so 
far as to ofler Senator Clark of Missouri ''$100,000 in war 
bonds** if he could prove otherwise. For once Winchell is prob- 
ably technically correct, for he sheds his coat when broad- 
casting and opens his collar wide so that he can rant, rave, 
scream and become hysterical in ease and comfort. 

Navy regulations provide that when an officer removes 
his coat he is "out of uniform," but despite this, both the 
Navy Department and the Naval Affairs Committee have pic- 
tures of Winchell in uniform, in the radio studio after a 
broadcast, signing his autograph *'with lotions of love.'* 

[Following a complaint by this writer, and in conse- 
quence, no doubt, of Wincheirs misuse of his uniform, or per- 
haps because the Navy was asham,ed to have him seen in full 
regalia, he was ordered to stay out of uniform in April of 1942, 
according to Captain Leland P. Lovette, the Navy's public rela- 
tions chief. 

Before this happened, Winchell made a great show of his 
snappy Gold Braid in the glittering hot spots of the Great 
White Way. He has been surly and disagreeable since. 

Winchell never missed an opportimity to tell his radio 
audience and his newspaper readers about his "requests** for 
active duty, which he sometimes implied and sometimes said 
frankly were turned down because his superiors felt he could 
be of. more value in his radio and newspaper work. 

He told everybody who would listen that it was just break- 
ing his heart — he wanted active service — but, since it was 
being denied him, he would reluctantly make tliie great sacri- 
flee and continue to "serve his country*' doing his job on the 
home front — at a mere half million dollars, or so, a year. 

His "service** record, however, which Winchell just re- 
cently implied Congressman Dies has no authority to exam- 
ine, shows that the sawdust sailor — the saloon skipper of the 
Stork Club — wrote the Bureau of Navigation on June 27, 1941, 
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''requesting deferred status as HE believes HE can best serve 
interests of Navy by remaining in an inactive status." 

No wonder he hoped that Congxessraar) Dies couldn'*- take 
a look, "Tee-Heer' 

There is another curious thing. On February 23, 1942, 
there was a line in Winchell's "corra'* which said: "On Dec- 
ember 7, 1941, in a telegram to my commandant, I wrote: 'Re- 
spectfully request active duty/ '' Certainly that vjould have 
been expected of any patriotic officer. 

But the Navy's record fails to show that any such tele- 
gram was received. 

Nevertheless, Winchell is a great patriot ... he says so 
himself. He even contrives, quite often, to secure proof of his 
claim, which he publishes in his "colyum" . . . without too 
much show of reluctance. Take the letter from that Admiral, 
frinstance. 

On February 22, 1943, Winchell itemed this peculiarly 
worded citation commending his *'bravery": 

**To Whom it May Concern: This is to certify that 
Lit. Comdr. Walter Winchell, USNR. served in a combat plane 
of this command. It has been reported to me that Lt. Comdr. 
■ W^inchell ACTUALLY manned a cannon of one of the ships 
of VP -squadron w^hile on an enemy hunt far at sea, — Jonas 
U. Ingram, Vice Admiral, Commanding the Allied Forces in 
the South Atlantic." 

"AciuallyP^ That's cute. 

The Admiral must have a great sensayuina. And he's 
a smooth one, too ... It went right over Walter's head. 

It would be unfair, perhaps, to leave the impression that 
Lieutenant Commander Walter Winchell tried to shirk his 
duty, that he tried to avoid active service. In the early days 
of the war he did do a tour of "volunteer" active duty raising 
funds for the Navy Relief Society. 

This caused Westbrook Pegler to protest that "these are 
not military activities and the fighting forces cannot afford to 
confer rank on any civilian with the understanding that he 
shall be excused from all risk and service and merely mas- 
querade in uniform." Pegler declared further that the com- 
missioning "of any individual whose sole official duty is to 
promote enfcprtainments to raise money for service charities, 
and even that only as a part-time job, is an affront to all 
genuine officers and enlisted mpn, and the precedent has 
caused deep disgust and nx^ch bitterness among honorable 
officers, who are wholly in the service, and their families/' 

Unobtrusively Winchell wasJ r^estored to inactive statxis, 
but throughout 1942 he made foj.r beseeching trips to Wash^ 
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ington and even pleaded with the President for some kind of 
an active berth. His experience, however, had been with an- 
other kind of **births" and so the Navy stood on its official 
advices to him that "there is really no place open at present 
which is commensurate with your rank, experience and special 
talents." In short, Winchell had no real Navy experience and 
as for special talents, the Navy didn't need any plain or fancy 
smearing done. ^^Tragic^ huh?^^ 

While Wailing Walter lays great stress on the fact that 
some official of great importance told him he coiild be of 
greater service to the Navy by continuing his gossipmjonger- 
ing *'col'ra" and broadcasts, the official Navy record dis- 
closes that this suggestion was made, probably without ma- 
lice, as an alternative to his appointment "in some active sta- 
tion of minor importance," which, presumably. Lieutenant 
Commander Winchell could have had for the asking. 

But Winchell persisted and the White House influence 
prevailed. The result was that in December he was given a 
38-day tour of "active'* duty ... in South America on terra 
firma. He immediately made a great mystery of his assign- 
ment; it was very secret and important! It may be that he 
was just ashamed . . . for the mysterious mission was nothing 
more than a time killer . . . something to beep him as far 
away from the Navy as possible. 

He was ordered to Brazil and assigned to mix with the 
natives, get to know something about them and their country, 
find out what they thought about the United States and re- 
port his observations via the Navy and- State Departments. 
And Windy Walter no spik, no savvy Portuguese. ^'HawP^ 

It could be that the Navy never heard of Mr. Rockefeller, 
coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. It is possible, too, that 
they overlooked the exuberant campaign for more intimate 
relations conducted by our Bad Will Ambassador, Orson 
Welles. But they couldn't have failed to note the bad effects 
of Mr. Huirs Good Neighbor Policy. Maybe the Navy just 
wanted to get the '*low-down" from an "expert." 

' Anyway, that is how Lieutenant Commiander Walter Win- 
chell happened to get a ride in one of the Navy*s S. Atlantic 
planes. 

They took hiin for a ride on a Navy ship once, too. And, 
thereby hangs a tale. 

He had been invited aboard on the trial run of the battle^ 
ship U. S, S. North Carolina. It was a great day for the Lieu- 
tenant Commiander. He was in liis element, gold braid, gold 
buttons and everything. A4d he made a most profound im- 
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pressiqn upon the lowly '* gentlemen of the press'' who also 
went along. 

Patronizingly, Lieutenant Commander Winchell informed 
them that there was no danger involved in the one day run. 
They appeared visibly relieved. 

There were reports, however, that, after throwing his 
rank around, the synthetic sailor didn't get on so well with 
fellow officers who earned their stripes the hard way. They 
were a little stiff and formal, did not respond with sufficient 
warmth when he interrogated them, did not show proper de- 
ference to the noted celebrity. He is supposed to have com- 
plained. 

Winchell is also said to have forgotten regulations when, 
with breezy Broadway informality, he fraternized with en- 
listed personnel. As a result, the story goes, he had words with 
both a chief petty officer and the Captain, and In both cases 
Lieutenant Commander Winchell is reported to have done 
most of the listening. Although there is no official conflrma- 
tion, he is reputed, in Naval circles, to have made formal ob- 
jection to his Skipper's language. 

Ace reporter Marcia Winn wrote in the Washington 
(D.C.) Times-Herald that some of Winchell's fellow officers 
took exception to his reassurances regarding the absence of 
danger on the cruise. She reported one oflacer as saying in 
solemn mockery: "When we fire a broadside we drop anchor. 
This often causes a terrific reperciission on board, often kill- 
ing men on deck." 

"The visiting Lieutenant Commander was properly 
shocked," her account teontinuedL 

" 'Wje can't have that!' he stormed. 

" *What if Emx)pean newspapers were to come out with 
headlines, America's No. 1 Patriot Killed in Sham BroadsidesI^ 

"With that he hurried below. One of his titles, America's 
No. 1 patriot, stuck." 

It may be wrong to imply that Winchell is a coward. He 
does not do all his fighting with a typewriter and a "mike." 

There was the Battle of the Bistro. 

That was one time he did some real fighting in his Navy 
uniform, even if it was only in a Broadway barroom brawl. 
Winchell carried the attack . . . with the help of a ketchup 
bottle. His Gold Braid was messed up a bit, but his opponent 
landed in the hospital. So he won that engagement. 

Bottles seem to be his favorite weapon. Once before, in 
Central Park Casino, he won the decision over a "drunk" with 
the help of a wine bottle. 
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Scallions To the Orchid Man ... 

You bet an investigation by the Naval Affairs Committee 
would embarrass the Navy. 

In the Committee's flies is a document which reads in part: 

The American people respect the Navy uniform because 
those who wear it have always been held to high ideals and 
represent the cream of American maoiliood. It is evident, 
however, that in the case of Lt. Corndr;. Walter Winchell there 
has been a' lower standard, for in thia past ten weeks he has 
been referred to in the pulblic prints as ''a slanderous black- 
guard/* *'a malicious liar," *'a faker," "a rumorist," *'a gutter- 
snipe columnist," "an ignorant lout," "a compound of the 
flotsam and jetsam of life," **a stumblebum," "a jierk," '*a 
peeping Tom," *'a zany," "a streamlined version of the school- 
yard sneak and peeper," ''a snitch," ''a tattletale," '*a con- 
summate rabble rouser," "a bedroom historian" and *'a crack- 
pot." And that does not include what he has been called in 
the Congressional Record. 

It is interesting to note that all this . . . and more . . . 
has been said about Winchell without the protection of Con- 
gressional immunity . , . about which he has been making so 
much ado just lately. He is all of these things. ' , . and worse. 
Perhaps his own estimate of himself is as accurate as any. 
On several occasions while in a repentant mood he has re- 
proached himself , saying to friends: "I know — I'm just a son- 
ovabitch," '^Izzatza?^^ 

It is too bad that ''an officer and a gentleman" should so 
conduct himself, and should be so viciously vituperative while 
on 'Volunteer active duty" for the Navy that he laid himself open 
to and invited such opprobrium. But he asked for it ! 

He has been under constant attack In Congress, too. 
There is, however, good reason for this, because he has been 
biting and bitter in his own foul assaults not only on indivi- 
dual members he didn't like, but also on Congress as a whole. 

In his column, he has called Congress the **Wiashington 
Rogues Gallery" and "The Monkey House," He has referred 
to Congress contemjptuously as ''The House of Reprehensibles" 
in his radio broadcast. He has slurred the "so-called sacred 
portals of the Congress of the United States" in an article 
over his signature in Liberty Magazine. And of the official 
minutes of Congress, he wrote:** Why don't (sic!) somebody 
call it The Congressional Record and Beobachter?" 

Since the United States entered the war, Lt. Comdr. Win- 
chell has written and broadcast a continuing barrage of jibes 
and blasts at Congress and has referred to our duly elected 
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representatives of the people as "dopes," "hams," "soreheads," 
"flapjaws, "stumblebums," and "saps." 

Winchell's specialty is low ridicule and he has used it 
overtime in his onslaught on the legislative branch of our con- 
stitutional system of government. Here is a sample: 

"The biff laugh of last week^s doodlingrs down in Congress was 
that F. D. R. had insulted it . . . Well, muss mah cloze and call me 
Kunnel • . . Poor, tender, sufferin*, sensitive, shy *ittle Tondwess. _ . 
Go's being cwoss to mama's *ittle Tondwess?" 

Our former Minister to Canada, Hon. James H. R. Crom- 
well, had something pertinent to say in this regard not so 
long ago. Said he: 

"The best way I know to open the road for dictatorship 
here is to ridicule Congress. Ridicule, as someone said, is a 
deadly weapon. Any would-be dictator knows that the quick- 
est method of getting into power is to make the people lose 
confidence in the system of elected representatives . . . When 
you .start taking cracks at Congress, you are playing right 
into the hands of those people who would knock democracy 
on the head. 

"I say all this because I am convinced there is a definite 
plan on foot to belittle Congress and make it look as dopey 
as possible. But well all be sorry if we go along with it." 

In an attempt to evade responsibility under the law for 
his reckless and lying slanders, Winchell has persistently 
hbeled and smeared the whole of Congress in his attempts to 
bring suspicion on certain members or groups. Among the 
vicious and obviously false attacks were included reprehensi- 
ble items like these: 

^'Hitler Is losing- on the ground in Kussia^ in tlie air over Ger- 
many, and on tlie sands of Africa. He seems to win only in Congress," 

^ "While the noose is being: tightened around Quisiing-s in Europe 
and Asia, it would be folly and a betrayal of our heroic dead, if we 
let bygones be bygones for Quislings here — whether they're street- 
comer Hitlers . * , or Congressmen/* 

*'Perhaps some pro -Axis Congressmen were elected to warn os 
w^hat kind of Government we'd have if Hitler won,*' 

"Some of the pro-Nazis who got by the voters still have to get, 
by the F. B. I." 

"According to recently published figures, the Nasis now have 
about 400 Divisions left . - . And how many Congressmen?*' 

"Congress includes some of the sorriest 'stumblebums' in. the 
Nation.'* 

**Many of Hitler's American pals have been arrested but too 
miany have been renominated." 

"Don't be depressed because some Nazi boosters got Into 
Congress." 
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««Tlie only trouble witli the sedition indictments is that wliile 
tiie defendants are in court some of tUeir supporters are still in 
Cong^ress." 

"He*H g-o down in history as the Louse of Representatives.** 
(which mi£:ht refer to any one of 435 Congressmen.) 

"Our favorite Congrressman just grot laryng^itis!" (He quotes a 
Hitler Oeneral as saying, agrain without identifyingr the member.) 

"How about the voters groingr after those other saboteurs who 
landed in Con^rress?" 

"Another reason some Congrressmen are demanding^ the eigrht 
saboteurs be shot is that they mi^lit tall5 too much.**^ 

At the time Jergens* Jerque was writing the last two 
items above and while implication of treason was being made 
against Congressmen who could have had no possible connec- 
tion with the affair, an employee of V/inchell's boss, An- 
drew Jergens, was arrested for complicity in the sensational 
case involving the eight saboteurs, six of whom were later 
executed. Her name was Hedwig Engemann and she was 
shown to have aided Edward John Kerling who was executed. 
Miss Engemann pleaded guilty to misprision of treason and 
was sentenced to prison. But Winchell took particular pains 
not to mention Miss Engemann's treason. 

Another Jergens employee, Elfrieda Siddell, was interned 
in a concentration camp at the same time. *^*Hot//'* 

Winchell made a vague mention of this on his radio 
broadcast, but falsely implied to the listeners-in that he and 
his boss Jergens were responsible for the apprehension of this 
Nazi. Actually, Jergens did everything in his power to help 
Miss Siddell, who was his personal secretary. He testified at 
length in an endeavor to prevent her detention. While she 
was in custody during hearings he offered money to have her 
held in a hotel suite instead of in jail. He phoned her long 
distance almost daily from all parts of the country and sent 
expensive clothing. On all this, Winchell was silent as a tomb. 

Also, at about this same time, Grovemment agents picked 
up one of Walter's favorite waiters at his hang-out, the Stork 
Club, a high^class aaloon graduated from a speakeasy. Now, 
instead of serving ^'Hamburger a la Walter Winchell" ($1,85), 
or " Tomato Surprise a la Winchell" ($1.60), waiter Schramm 
is in an internment camp as an enemy alien. 

That Winchell's propaganda against Congress is having 
the desired effect is seen by a post card sent to a Congressman 
and inserted into the Congressional Record of March 30, 4944. 
It said: 

**Wliat are the saboteurs doingr in Congress? Why doesn't Con- 
grress clean its oiwiti house?** 
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That Winicneii s propaganda is reaching and undermin- 
ing the morale of America's fighting raen was evidenced in a 
letter the little Vendor of Venom published in his own 
'corm/' It was from M'Caw General Hospital, Walla Walla, 
Washington, and read: 

^*X wi&h you could see tlie f eUows liere listening: to ^ y<Hi. Xlieir 
emotions are intense in tiieir faces. And wlien you tell ua about 
certain congressmen liamperin^ the war effort — you should eee 
their fists clench. Even . with their malaria and wounds -^ you can't 
picture, their icy contempt for these i»oliticians and their doable talk. 
I tell you the returned soldiers are getUns madder and we lean on 
men such as you to keep us informed, (God forbid. — £d.). 
Sincerely, PVT. W/* 

Of course, tliere is a political motive behind this phase 
of Winchell's activities. He has betrayed himself on many 
occasions, the most notable of which was* when he became so 
incensed over the fact that his principal targets in Congress 
had been returned to their seats that he told ofT the voters 
theirnselves. After admitting his prejudice against certain 
unnamed members of Congress, he ranted: 

"What worries me most are all those damned fools who 
re-elected them." 

It will be seen that Winchell's unspeakable methods and 
his indulgence in mere vituperation has not only been effective 
in smearing the objects of his attack, but has had the per- 
fectly natural but unfortunate effect of ^evoking a response. 
We find dignified and respected members of Congress bandy- 
ing personalities with him in self-defense, forgetting that the 
man who has presunijed to give them battle is beneath coit- 
tempt and insult. 

Walter Winchell has been called almost everything under 
the sun on the floor of the House of Representatives, and the 
Senate, too, has heard him castigated In such terms as prob- 
ably have never been applied to any other man. 

Winchell has engendered so much hate that the Congress 
is almost unanimously against him. Only four members of 
the House of Representatives, Congressmen Sabath, Magnu- 
son, Klein and Dickstein, have taken the floor to offer even a 
mild defense in his behalf in the face of a series of angry 
speeches made mainly by Congressmjen Hoffman, Rankin and 
Dies during which Wincheirs lies and smears have been thor- 
oughly debunked. 

By citing chapter and verse, Congressman Hoffman de- 
monstrated to his colleagues that "Winchell tells falsehoods, 
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complete falsehoods; falsehoods by way of half-truths; false- 
hoods by innuendo, by insinuation, by inflection -r- not once 
in a while, not now and then, not inadvertently, but as a mat- 
ter of habit; that falsehood is a part of his stock and trade; 
that he is untruthful because the truth is not in him." ^ 

**I am a little skittish," said Mr. Rankin, "about a man 
who has his nose manicured, his face lifted, his name changed, * 

and then goes on the radio to try to smear somebody else." | 

On January 6, 1944, Representative Rankin called the ' 

attention of the House to a Winchell coliimn in which the 
sadistic scribbler told his readers to clip and mail one of his 
items about a Jewish sergeant who had shot down ten Jap 
planes, to ^'Congressman Rankin at the House of ^Reprehensi- 
bles% Washington, D. C." 

After telling his colleagues that *'my hat is off to Ser- 
geant Segal or to anyone else, whether he is a Jew or a Gen- 
tile, who is now in the Army fighting the battles of this war," 
Congressman Rankin said: 

"In my opinion, Walter Winchell and PM are doing the 
Jewish people more harm than any other two outfits in Amer- 
ica. I said something to a Jewish friend of mine the other 
day about Walter Winchell. 

*Well', he said, 'he is a kike'. 

I asked, *What is a kike?' 

He said, *A kike is a Jew that is so detested that the 
other Jews are ashamed of him, the Gentiles despise hirn, and 
the intelligent negroes have contempt for him/ " 

This attack on Winchell was so well received that almost 
the entire House 'stood up and applauded. 

When on a coast-to-coast broadcast a few weeks later, 
Winchell by inference accused two Congressnaen, both sfespect- 
able family men, of being perverts. Representative Rankin, on 
Feb. 22, 1944, made another speech in which he declared: 

"Walter Winchell, that little Communistic kike, who is 
doing more to stir up anti-Semitism in this country and doing 
more to injure President Roosevelt than any other raan alive 
. . , touched the lowest segnaent of infamy ever reached by a 
radio broadcaster in America. 

''How much longer," Rankin asked, ''wiU the decent peo- 
pie of America have to endure such filth, and the decent pa- 
triotic Jews of America have to endure the punishment he is 
bringing upon them?" 
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Quotation Marxmanship • • • 

Winchell, of course, probably is not a ComniTinist , . . he 
is much worse than a Comniunist . . . he just helps along the 
Communist **line" while masquerading as "America's No. 1 
patriot." 

He probably is not a Communist, but . , • according to 
his column of July 2, 1943, he thinks "Lenin was a handy chap 
around a Government." Lenin is the little tin god of modem 
Communisra. , 

He probably is not a Comniunist, but . . , in his column 
of March 28, 1943 he squawked because the New York Sun, 
in reporting a debate on '*Is Conununism a Menace?'', gave its 
own columnist George E. Sokolsky, more space than it gave to 
Earl Browder,' ex-convict Communist leader, pardoned by 
President Roosevelt in the interest of national unity. 

He probably is not a Communist, but ... on Nov. 6, 1942, 
he printed an alibi for * 'innocent persons" who signed their 
names to Communist Party election petitions. 

He probably is not a Communist, but ... he was sued for 
$200,000 in Chicago for re-hashing a libelous story from the 
Daily Worker for an article which appeared in Liberty Maga- 
zine under his signature. 

He probably is not a Communist, but ... in the Navy 
Department files is a demand for an investigation of Lieuten- 
ant Commander Walter Winchell by the Biureau of Naval In- 
telligence on the grounds: 

1. That he has dubious connections with the un-American 
underworld. 

Z, That he has retained as bis counsel an official of a Com- 
munist ''transmission belt'* which was exposed and con- 
demned by Naval Intelligrence. 

3. That he has financed the dissemination of Conununist 
*' literature which was so libelous that it was later with- 
drawn from circulation. 

4. That he numbers among his proteges the most scurrilous 
►'"' propagandist of our times, who won notoriety by at- 
tempting to blacken the American Red Cross. 

5. That he is repeating libels concocted by Communist 

henchmen and is therefore just a utensil of the Com- 
munist movement. 

6. That he is doing the Communists' dirty work by smear- 

ing tlieir most effective opponents. 

7. That he has slyly patted Communists on the back. 

8. That, therefore, in posing as a patriot, he is a sham and 

a fraud, a disgrace to the uniform h-e wears and is not 
to be trusted as a commissioned officer of the United 
States Navy. 
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In a bill of particulars to Secretary of the Navy ICnox, 
the following appears: 

During the past few months, at your direction, some 
1,000 maritime workers were discharged from their jobs on 
American n^erchantmen "as a matter of precaution in the 
interest of defense/' * In view of yoiur action I am privileged, 
to con^clude that you are aware that the National Maritime 
Union has long been under Communist control. This charge 
has been publicly made on innumerable occasions and it is like- 
wise fair to assume that an "expert'* like Lt. Commander Win- 
chell, who poses as knowing everything, must have had very 
definite knowledge of this fact, too* Is it not rather odd, then, 
to say the least that Lt. Commander Winchell should f oUow 
up your action by giving a Naval **salute*' to this Communist- 
controlled union in both his column and over the air? Do 
you not think this brazen attempt to confuse yoiu* action in 
the public mind needs to be explained? 

While Winchell has .been a tool of Communists and has 
given them some cooperation, the very nature of most of his 
items in this regard might possibly indicate that his course 
has not been dictated by any love for Communism. Winchell 
is an opportunist. He cooperates with any un-American, un- 
scrupulous element which can advance his interest. On the 
other hand he has made attacks on the Communists. 

Here is his idea of an "anti-Communist" tirade in his 
column of Jtily 22, 1943: 

"Communism was a ready-made scare, largely because the Com- 
mies in all tlie lands were sucli blunderers. Tbe world was full of 
people wlio got as mad as bulls when you waved Red at them. The 
shady set in all lands found it useful to cover up their swindels, 
Nothingr was too fantastic to serve as a club agrainst the Kolo . . - ** 

And the Communists have denounced him too, although 
infrequently, but at the moment they are giving him 1000 
percent support in his controversy with Congressman Dies. 

On Fetfc 2, 1944, the Conynunist Daily Worker in charg- 
ing that opposition to Communism in America was detrimen- 
tal to the war effort, declared: "And a Jewish- American news- 
paperman, Walter Winchell, rushes forward to help the Nazis 
in spreading the propaganda in America/* 

The result is Winchell is becoming both confused and 
confusing. You can't constantly applaud the Washington So-

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cialists, boost your pet CamirLiinist, act as a mouthpiece for 
the Party Line and the fellow-travellers and at the same time 
maintain an undiluted 101 percent anti-Communist 
patriotism. 

Odd Netvsy Exclusive Netvs . . . 

Winchell came into prominence in New York originally 
as a pal of top -flight gangsters. In appreciation of his possi- 
bilities, Owney Madden, Public Enemy No. 1 during the pro- 
hibition era, gave him a snazi* red sport roadster. Later, after 
the law caught up with Madden, Winchell returned the com- 
pliraent by asking the Parole Board to free the gangster chief. 
Not to be outdone, Lucky Luciano, king of the prostitution 
racket, provided W^inchell with armed body-guards — two 
cousins of Al Capone among them. 

During this period, too, a New York Grand Jury heard 
testimony accusing Winchell of . being the instigator of an 
abortive plot to murder. He was charged with having tried 
to get his gangster friends to put his editor *'on the spot.'' 

Winchell was held in such high esteem by New York's 
gangland that when Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, master mind 
of Murder, Inc., recently electrocuted in Sing Sing, decided 
to surrender, he contacted the columnist, who acted as go- 
between and delivered him to the Federal authorities. 

Winchell was "O, K. with the mob," said Madden, 

In his early days his connection with the underworld was 
so close that he w^as able to predict the murder of Vincent 
Coll a full six hours before the gangster was machine-gunned 
to death. The gang considered this a breach of confidence 
and decided to bump off Winchell as a double-crosser. Learn- 
ing about it in advance, he succeeded in making a deal. In 
exchange for his life he paid over his life savings of $90,000. 

Winchell was born in New York City on April 7, 1897. His 
name, according to CURRENT BIOGRAPHY, *'has been vari- 
ously reported as Lipschitz, Hirschfield, Weinshield and Bakst". 

In the Congressional Record of June 10, 1940, he IS called 
*'Moses Weinstein, alias Walter Winchell," 

In the Congressional Record of August 6,^ 1941, he Is re- 
ferred to as "Walter Lipshitz, ahas Winchell." 

In a devastating profile on "Winchell, the Pop- gun Pa- 
triot," which, appeared in the Washington Times-Herald on 
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July 19, 1942, Georgiana X. Preston declared: *^*Wmchell's 
rig^ht name, of course, is not Winchell. Various of his friends 
of early days have suggested it was either Lipschitz, or Bakst, 
but Winchell has entered almost hysterical denial. His story 
is that the name originally was Winchel, but that he himself 
added the other T under inspiration provided by a sign paint- 
er, who contracted to Icitter a door for his Uncle, but proved 
too generous with the 'I's. It just goes to show that sign 
painters can't be too careful ...''' 

"Winchell refused to talk in any but the vaguest terms of 
his family background, but a certificate on file in New York's 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, one of the few official documents of 
the family that could be found — notes that the country of 
his forebears is Russia. Of course, there is no such name as 
Winchell, or W^inchel, in Russia." 

In fact the name on the certificate appears to be so new 
that there was diflaculty in spelling it ... it is spelled in two 
different ways* Walter's name is listed as "Winschel." 

It is known, however, that Winchell's father used the 
name of Jacob Laino, and that Winchell assumed the name of 
**Lawrence" in his youth. 

"Our real name," he once wrote with a show of impa- 
tience, is ''Schmaltz." 

Our guess would be that Winchell' s real name {if it ever 
comes out) is, or should be, Vevele Weinschul, which is a good, 
honest respectable name. 

Winchell's reluctance to frankly discuss his origin and 
background, however, leads to the inescapable conclusion that 
he has something to hide. 

In her Times-Herald profile, Miss Preston also said: 
"We have a sort of gruilty feeling about Winchell. If ever 
a human was bom to be a nonentity, to become nothing more 
harmful than a neighborhood pest, it was this- nameless pro- 
duct of New York's East Side. If we — meaning literally 
thousands of Americans — hadn't encouraged him to pander 
to oiu- lowest tastes, about the worst he'd be doing today 
would be to snitch on some girl or fellow in the block who 
neglected to pull the shades tightly. Until we created this 
thing that goes by the name of Winchell, all good Americans 
had been brought up to believe that gossip, particularly ma- 
licious gossip, was abhorrent ..." 

When providing biographical naaterial on himself, Win- 
chell appears to have been just as careless and inaccurate as 
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he is in his column and broadcasts. His sketch in ** Who's 
Who in American Jewry" disclosed that he was married in 1919. 
His listing in the "Biographical Encyclopedia of American Jews" 
has him married in 1922, while in "Current Biography," the 
date of his marriage is stated as being 1923. 

Next to his reputation for inaccuracy, Winchell Is per- 
haps best known for his physical cowardice. It is not just a 
question of his being afraid of what his victims might do to 
him . ; . although the public beating he received at the hands 
of Al Jolson for allegedly slandering Ruby Keeler (Mrs. Jolson 
at the time) has no doubt left a strong impression .... 
he is just afraid .... afraid of his shadow .... afraid 
of the dark . . . afraid to pass an undertaking parlor by him- 
self . . . terrilfied at the smell of embalming fluid. 

In order to overcome this fear complex and to bolster his 
courage, if any, Walter packs, not one "gat," but two. So 
much was said about this that Winchell became self-conscious 
and sought to explain in his column of May 19, 1942 : 

"For many years the -.Butte (Montana) DaOy Bulletin slugrgred 
oaurag^eously against the no -goods, regardless of how powerful they 
w^ere. Because of that, they had to keep loaded rifles in the city 
room — and every reporter had a gun laying beside his typewriter 
. . . This reporter has also never stopped firing his typewriter guns 
against the slimey members of our community and country, in spite 
of all kinds of threats. Yet some people wonder why we tote a .38." 

His third most impwDrtant characteristic is his yen for 
meddling in other people's affairs . Even as a yeoman in the 
Navy in World War 1, he couldn't mind his own business, 
TIME Magazine reported that "he fought the War in New 
York City in the Custom House as receptionist to the late 
Rear Admiral Marbury Johnston, and it was prophetic that 
he seared his nose in a candle flame when, instead of giving 
his full attention to applying sealing wax to envelopes, he 
tried to hear what the Admiral was telling some other officers 
about the impending armistice." 

In the long period since that time, the peep-hole peeper 
has not only been poking his nose into other people's business, 
but has been rattling skeletons in other people's closets 
with a bland arrogance that suggested he had none of his 
own to worry about. ' 

But there is a skeleton in Winchell's closet and it is a 
real one. Real enough so that Winchell. who is not known as 
a spendthrift, paid out $1,500 to ''blackmailers" to keep it out 
of the newspapers. Sorry ... no details. There is only one 
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reporter ... '*your New York reporter" . . . who is low enough 
to print the story. And he'll probably explain that it's a mili- 
tary secret and can^t be made public until after the war. If 
you are exceptionally interested, however, and cannot wait, 
you can satisfy your curiosity by inspecting the blotter at New 
York's 30th Precinct Police Station for May 23, 1930, or you 
can take a peek at Magistrate's Court file No, 3592, 

However, as a foul-mputhed Maestro of Innuendo and 
Legalized Slander, Walter Winchell has dealt mainly in dirt. 
While he looks for, finds, capitalizes on and broadcasts dirt . . . 
just any kind of dirt , . , most times with a deceitful, deceiv- 
ing, unfair and untrue emphasis, his specialty has always 
been the pointing-up of extra-marital diallyings or girlesque 
philander ings of names in the news. 

Nine times out of ten, Winchell doesn't know what he is 
talking about . . . but that's a minor detail with him. 

Ferdinand Lundberg, in a piece written in 1942, described 
the Lieutenant Commander's contributions to the war effort 
in this fashion: 

"Winchell's writings ... concern only the boudoir and 
the bordello . . . his preoccupation with seduction, wooing, 
fornication, copulation, conception, pregnancy, parturition, 
adultery and perversion is pursued out of a spirit of pure 
malice and vindictiveness/' 

If some other columnist wanted to stoop to Winchell's 
level he could write a real hot squib, and, to boot, be more 
factual than the great ''W. W." usually is. He could item: 

**Wliat vocal publisher of What one-man newspaper is hoping' 
that J, Edgar Hoover's sleuths won't follow up that inves- 
tigation of a prominent west coast Mann Actor by looking into the 
affairs of the country's leading sexpert on patriotism and Consti- 
tutional law . • • The *baby doll' w^ho shuttled across nine state lines 
between Miami and New York in, upper berths . • . he was that 
cheap . - . was what Enrol Flynn called *jail bait' when they first 
started to sizzle • - • under sixteenu Clew for Mr. Hoover: Her 
intials could be M, L. B/* 

Or he could paragraph a tear jerker with hilarious over- 
tones like this: 

"BROAXUVAY HEARTBREAK: He was bi^ time . . . but married. 
She was a chorus doll . . - .but young". They met . .; . made merry 
. . , became mad' about each other, . , at least she did. For years 
they rondavooed on the Q. T. . . - he had to be carefuli - . . had a 
rept ... a respectable home life to live up to . . . and he had "ene- 
mies" w^hose love life he'd gfossiped about. Haunted by the prospect 
of being" "caught" he took precautions. Bravely . . . because she 
cared • . , she kept her chin up. But her heart is heavy because 
it's no fun when her beau comes a courtin* arid keeps his hat and 
overcoat on . . . for appearances sake , . . just in case/* 
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Or he could be real nazty and ask : 

"What was Walter Winchell doing in Towson, Maryland, not 
so long ago?" 

AttentioTt Mr. & Mrs* Unitod States: 

Winchell has convinced himself that he is not only a 
heavy thinker, but that he . is just about the only man on 
earth who knows how the war is to be run, how our interna- 
tional problems are to be handled and how the peace is to be 
arranged. He has. ''told off*' our Generals, the State Depart- 
ment, the Attorney General and even the President, among 
others. He has ignored the governmental mechanism set up 
under the Constitution and, speaking for the United States, 
has attempted to interfere in the affairs of foreign nations. 

Winchell does not want it to be forgotten that this second 
World War was declared after the British Prime Minister had 
received cabled advices froin him to declare war on Ger- 
many. He has gone out of his way to let the inference be 
drawn that he had influenced Chamberlain. 

Accordingly, he has been particularly bitter against what 
he calls ''iso-louse-tionists," hoping that the American people 
will forget that Mr. Winchell was an original and outspoken 
**Nazilationist/* to use another of his pet terms. 

In April 1939 he probably outdid Senators Wheeler and 
Nye and CoL Lindbergh put together when he wrote: 

"Once again Europe is rolling the loaded dice of destiny. 
Once again her miserable diplomats are pointing down the 
one-way street to war. And once again America is asked to 
play her role of the great international sucker. The time has 
come for us to pause and consider. If w^e must have another 
unknow^n soldier, let us not ask him to die for an unknown 
reason. And just what will be accomplished by dying in the 
mud? He will not increase America's resourt^es; the last war 
nearly ruined the great plains. He will not increase America's 
w^ealth. In the last w^ar we loaned our gold and vi^ere gold- 
bricked in return. He will not increase our liberties, for no 
man may protest slaughter after it starts. We must develop our 
youth, not sacrifice it. The future of American youth is on top 
of American soil, not underneath European dirt." 

Even as late as March 17, 1940, after the European war 
started, Winchell was still an isolationist insofar as the United 
States was concerned. In response to an inquiry from the 
London Daily Mail in which he was asked, "Why the Ameri- 
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can people were eager to *stop Hitler' before the Allies de- 
cided to do so, but are now following a *keep out of war at all 
costs* policy," Winchell answered: 

"We have good reason to distrust Eiirox>e • • . Twenty years ago 
we had faith. Now we have experience. We have eleven billion 
dollars in w^ar debts to remind us that Europe's commercial promises 
are no g^ood . * . We think Europe is morally bankrupt; and that it 
is a quaint European custom to cry about lUniversal liberty to pro- 
tect a selfish national policy . . . Under certain conditions, if neces- 
sary, we will figrht to the death. But this time it will only be 
to defend our own country/' 

In spite of all this, Winchell has had the gall not only 
to continue to condemn his former isolationist friends, but to 
question their present support of the war effort. On his broad- 
cast of Jan. 31, 1943, in directing his criticism at members of 
Congress, he said; 

"You bet I am prejudiced against those In high office who 
guessed so wrong before Pearl Harbor ... I am not in the 
least coroforted by their confessions of ignorance." 

In the O. W. I. booklet, ^'Divide and Conquer," there is a 
passage that applies to people like Winchell. In speaking of 
isolationist sentiment, held by many before Pearl Harbor, the 
pamphlet goes on to say: 

''Today most of* these Americans bave recanted publicly or in 
private- A few 'mumble, *I told you so' — and bope no one will 
remember what it was they really told." 

In response to a particularly bitter assault he made on 
"midwest isolationism/' the editor of the Nebraska City News- 
Press returned the ''retort wonderful:" 

"We of the 'Isolationist Belt', as Brother Winchell refers 
to us, know just as much about this war as he does, only we 
are not boastings about donating our composite or individual 
weeks' pay to the United Service Organizations, Navy Relief, 
or some other charity. We go ahead donating without the im- 
petus of pubUcity. 

"None of us wears a Navy Reservist uniform to work ^r- 
our idea being that a naval outfit belongs to a Navy man w^ho 
is on the firing line, not on a gent standing before a mike 
ripping it into people with whom he does not always agree." 

Winchell has become such a fanatic on the general sub- 
ject of so-called Isolationism and Nationalism that he 
screams "Nazi** and * 'Un-American** at everyone who Is out- 
spokenly pro- American. 

You would think, to hear him talk, that nobody was do-- 
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ing anything to help win the war but Walter Winchell. 

Much has been said by Winchell and his co-smearers 
about Wincheirs ''important" contributions to the war effort. 
He did adopt a Chinese baby, but the exact nature of other 
contributions remains vague, with the exception of his as- 
serted contribution to Navy Relief of his salary and allowan- 
ces while on ''active" duty. But Lieutenant Commander Win- 
chell's active duty orders with the Navy embraced only 78 
days following Pearl Harbor — and but 41 days of this period 
actually were served under specific orders. Apparently on his 
own responsibility Winchell restored himself to inactive duty 
and loafed around Miami acquiring a Pacific combat zone 
sun-tan until the Navy, under pressure, officially "retired" 
him 37 days later. 

Base pay of $250 a month was drawn for the entire 78 
day period, of course. But, since Winchell*s over-all income 
is subject to a 91 percent income tax, according to his own 
statement, his munificient ''contribution" to Navy Relief was, 
as far as arithmatic is to be trusted, approximately $58.27. 
"Omigahdr' 

Further evidence of Winchell's ''contributions" land self-sac- 
rifice in the interests of the war effort is found in a "no black- 
out" ultimatum involving the Army, the OfRce of Civilian De- 
fense and Mayor LaGuardia of New York City. A blackout 
had been ordered for 9 o'clock Sunday night, Feb. 26, 1944 — 
and 9 o'clock is Walter's radio time for the protection of '*soft, 
smooth, romantic hands" with Jer gens' lotion. Alarmed more 
over his Crossley radio rating than over the protection and se- 
curity of America's largest city, Winchell protested to Mayor 
LaGuardia, La Guardia was adamant; the blackout would 
be carried out as scheduled, he declared. "In that case," Win- 
chell notified New York's anti-gambluig Mayor, "when I am 
on the air during the blackout I will aruiounce that the only 
lights on in Manhattan are at City Hall, 'where a poker game 
is going on." This patriotic bit of blackmail worked. The 
blackout time was changed to 9:30, 

Yet, according to Winchell, officials who can't be named 
"until after the war" say a lot of important things to back 
him up and commend hi-m for his "unselfish service," the na- 
ture of which, he says, must remain a military secret. 

Not only was the Arm Chair Admiral unwilling to make 
an inconsequential contribution to the war effort on the home

front, he reached a new ^'patriotic'* low by snuearing General 
Douglas Mac Arthur, the hero of the Pacific, The fact that 
this may have been done as an act of blind political allegiance 
to a Commander-in-Chief, whose Fourth Term incumbency 
was being threatened, only adds to the infamy* 

Incensed by the subversive nature of the attack. Con- 
gressman A. L. Miller of Nebraska, on March 16, 1944 called it 
*'a deliberate attempt by anti- American smear artists of a termite 
variety ... to poison the minds of the American people by 
launching a near slanderous and abusive attack upon a great 
commander in our armed forces. 

*'I believe the attack in the Comnnunist Daily Worker, 
PM, and echoed by Walter Winchell, king of the smear artists, 
comes as near being a treasonable act as I have ever read," 
he said. 

Mairxy Doat:zy Department . • • 

A book could be written on the misstatements of fact, 
advertent and inadvertent errors, deliberate lies and false in- 
nuendos which crowd the columns and broadcasts of this 
High Priest of the Sanhedrin of Smear. His inveracity and 
utter unreliability is so well-known, however, that it would be 
"carrying coals to Newcastle" to devote any considerable 
space to this phase of his activity. Consider just a few items: 

One classic illustration is the story he told on the air and 
repeated in his column of Feb. 8, 1943, about the alleged 
technique employed by the F.B.I, to trap Nazi agents who 
were supposedly responsible for the leakage of highly con- 
fidential information in connection with the Roosevelt- Churc- 
hill Casablanca confab. He told 'his radio audience and his 
readers that 22 men had been trapped, "some of whom are 
said to be high in U. S. Gov't circles." 

Next day, a spokesman for J. Edgar Hoover, Chief of the 
F- B. I., explained to reporters that no one had been taken 
into custody and that "the F. B. I. knows nothing about this 
particular case." An inquiry at the War Department evoked 
the facetious suggestion that "since Mr. Winchell is a Com- 
modore of some sort, you had better contact the Navy." Navy 
officials said they knew nothing about the matter either. 

There probably would have been no World War No. 2 if 
Walter Winchell was the expert on international affairs 
he pretends to be, for on March 29, 1937 he announced with- 
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DUt reservation that ''Adolf and Benito had phfft! The break 
will be oflftcially announced soon enough.*' 

And, there would be no concern about a possible fourth 
term for President Roosevelt if Winchell really had the inside 
dope and knew what he was talking about when he emphati- 
cally declared four years ago: "You can safely wager that F. 
D. R. positively will not run in 1940," 

The New Yorker Magazine at the time it published a se- 
ries of profiles on the ''gossip writer" conducted an extensive 
survey which showed that he is right only 41% of the time. 
''In short, ladies and gentlemien" about 60% of Winchy's "ex- 
clusives," "scoops," "inside dope" and "flashes" are probably 
incorrect or false, the magazine indicated. 

Winchell's pose as a military authority has its humorous 
aspects. Early in March, 1944, he told his readers a fantastic 
story about a Jap prisoner who had supposedly been captured 
at Dutch Harbor where he had been hiding out "since the 
Americans re-took the spot." The Jap, according to Winchell, 
concealed a grenade in his loin cloth and blew himjself and 
five naval officers to bits as he was being questioned. 

Reporters in the Aleutians tried to check Winchell's 
''scoop" with CoL Willianx Verbeck, G-2 Intelligence Officer. 

"I don't know," the Colonel said with ta broad grin, "how 
we could 'retake' Dutch Harbor as the Japs never had it in 
the first place. 

"Furthermore", he added, "the whole story is untrue. I 
know, because I was there." 

Winchell, as a Naval officer, is a joke. He knows so little 
about the Navy that on May 8, 1944, he itemed: "Gypsy Mark- 
off 's big moin,ent is Col. C. Phillips, the Navy flier." Who but 
Winchell ever heard of Colonels in the Navy? And to make 
WinchelFs "low-down" 200% inaccurate, the Navy has no flier 
by that name and the Marine Corps can't locate him either. 

How little Winchell actually knows about what is going 
on and an indication of how he rnanufacturers items out of 
whole cloth in order to give the idea that he is an outstanding 
enemy of so-called "subversives" is shown in his column of 
April 5, 1944. He wrote: 

"Lawrence Dennis, indicted on sedition charges and 
George Sylvester Viereck (out on bail pending appeal of his 
prison term for Nazi agenting) trading glares with a col- 
umnist." 

George Sylvester Viereck has been in jail since July 16, 
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1943. His bids for release on bail pending appeaJ had been 
turned down and at the time Winchell's item appeared his 
two appeals had already been denied. Lawrence Dennis w^as 
in Chicago when the item appeared, had been there for a 
week previous conferring with his attorneys, and prior to that 
time had been in Washington in connection with his case. In 
short, the item was 100 percent phony. 

In a slightly different catagory is the * 'Flash" item Cap- 
tain Eddie Rickenbacfeer mentions in the November, 1943, is- 
sue of the AMERICAN MAQAZINE. He wrote: 

**Once I heard a voice on the radio beside my bed say, 
'Plash! It is now confirmed that Eddie Rickenbacker is .dying 
and will not live over an hour.' It was Walter Winchell. It 
made me madder than hell." 

An ideological analysis of WincheU's column will show a 
very definite Left Wing bias. He never misses an opportunity 
to take a back-handed slap at some Capitalist and by the 
same token is forever giving ''orchids" to some pet Red 
or Radical enterprise. 

On Jan. 17, 1944, he took on the great U. S. Steel Corpor- 
ation, accused it of perpetrating "one of the biggest grabs of 
the war" and intimated that, with Government connivance, 
it had taken advantage of property owners at Homestead, Pa. 
by beating them out of 90 percent of their property value and 
then suggested that the Company was deliberately neglecting 
to produce steel to the detriment of the war effort. 

Two days later, Bert F. Kline, editor of the Homestead 
Daily Messenger, wrote a letter to Winchell in which he said: 
'*Your column of January 17th carried a paragraph on *the 
biggest grab of the war', the most unfounded statements I 
have ever read. Now please get me straight. I have always 
admired your f orthrightness and fearlessness and I wonder 
where you got all the misinformation carried in that one 
paragraph/' 

In an editorial, Editor Kline declared: ^'Winchell always 
has leaned tow^ard sensationalism, but we v^e w^ere always of the 
opinion that he investigated his stories and dealt pretty much 
with fact. Our opinion has been changed for w^e have never 
seen a statement that deviates more from the truth . . . Win- 
chell is dead wrong and the statements he made never did 
occur." 

There is hardly a single column or broadcast in which 
Winchell does not betray his lack of breeding. What other 
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writer, or alleged writer, would be so lacking in common 
decency as to make cracks about Mrs. Roosevelt's teeth? Of 
coiirse that was before he became a White House hatchet man 
for Mr. Roosevelt. 

Years ago, before Winchell became a "patriot" and began 
his career as a political smearer . . . when it was good Party 
Line doctrine to debimk our national heroes ... he started 
out by doing a job on George Washington • . '. ridiculing his 
false teeth . . . fraking over his domestic troubles . . . **expos- 
ing" his alleged illicit love life. 

It will undoubtedly be hard for many people in his vast 
audience w^ho look up to him as an intellectual giant to rea- 
lize that the man is so ignorant that he once wrote glibly in 
his column about the seaport of Paris, (which caused his edi- 
tor to buy him a map) and referred to Emile Zola as a famous 
woman writer. But it is not so surprising when we find him 
boasting of the fact that he was *']practically expelled from 
school for being a dunce.'* 

He plumbed the depths however, and gave insult to the 
Catholic world when he cast aspersions on the morals of a 
Saint. To show his intimate knowledge of history, he made 
crude, offensive and vulgar references" to St. Joan d' Arc. "Too 
much sex appeal forced her to discard her dresses for male 
apparel and too much sex appeal caused her to fasten them 
down with plenty of buttons," he wrote. 

Representatives of the New York Mirror were profuse in 
their apologies to the Catholic hierarchy for the unspeakable 
slur and indecency . , . . they pleaded that this sacrilege was 
due altogether to Mr. WinchelFs gross ignorance. 

He antagonized American Catholics again a few years 
ago when he helped to spread a despicable and degrading 
smear (which the F.B.I, and both Army and Navy Intelligence 
foxmd to be untrue), against Senator David I. Walsh, promi- 
nent Catholic layman. The result was that the National 
Board of Directors of the Knights of Columbus, meeting in 
Milwaukee on June 28, 1942, passed a resolution calling on 
the Federal Communications Commission to bar Winchell 
from further use of the broadcasting facilities of the nation. 

Of recent years, Winchell has discovered a new racket 
w^hich fits in very nicely with the pernicious poUtical propa- 
ganda purposes for which his column and broadlcast are be- 
ing used. Employing the guile and trickery of a medicine 
show quack, he bamboozles his audience with a lot of fire- 



eating fulminations and fantastic fol-de-rol and tlien sells 
them the snake oil ... a book , , . soraetimes a smutty, sexy 
aphrodysiac . . . more often a screed of slime and slush by 
some fellow-traveler of the Smear Bund . . . 

He has plugged books like '*The Bedroom Companion," 
which he says is ''Gayer than DeMaupassant!''; *'The Illustri- 
ous Dunderheads," with illustrations by Gropper, cartoonist 
for the Communist Oaily Worker, which reviled and ridiculed 
members of Congress; ''Sabotage/' by two Conununist Party- 
line authors; UNDER COVER, of course, and ''Secret Arm- 
ies" by John Spivak, leading Communist propagandist. 

Winchell not only endorsed "Secret Armies", which was 
similar to UNDER COVER, attacking some of the same peo- 
ple, but paid to have a copy sent to each Congressman. Re- 
presentative Shafer of Michigan exposed the book on the floor 
of the House and told hia colleagues : 

"John L. Spivak is a writer for the Daily Worker, official 
organ of the Communist Party in Amjerica. He is a writer for 
the New Masses, another Communist publication; writer for 
the South Today, Communist publication, the editorial board 
of which is made up of James Ford, Communist Party candi- 
date for Vice President in 1936, Harry Haywood, \Villiam Pat- 
terson and Robert Minor, all notorious Communists." 

In concluding his remarks. Representative Shafer said: 
'*It is to be regretted that Walter Winchell has become a bal- 
lyhooer of 'Red' propaganda in advertising 'Secret Armies' 
over the radio and in his newspaper colmnn." 

Then a good American sued for libel. Charges made in 
the book were found to be untrue. The publishers agreed 
*'not to re-print or distribute any more copies of 'Secret Ar- 
mies' subsequent to (Dec. 13, 1940) unless all references to 
(the good American) are first deleted therefrom." 

Things You Never Knetv Till Notv . . . 

No one man, not even the great "W. W/' himself could 
make all the mistakes, concoct all the smears and think up 
all the lies that tumble with such boisterous abandon and pro- 
fusion from Winchell's typewriter and mike. To help him 
Walter Winchell has at his beck and call the satraps, the 
satellites, the sycophants and stooges of the Smear Bund, 

Some of Winchell's choicest morsels have come from such 
tyros of smear as Richard Rollins, born Isadore Rothberg, and 
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Dorotliy Kahn Wursburger Kalen, alias Dorothy Waring, alias 
Mary Gafifney, etc., of the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League to 
Chiampion Human Rights; Robert Greenfield, Arnold Poster, 
bom Abraham Fastenberg, iand Helmut Oberwinder, alias 
John p. Metcalf, of the Anti-Defamation League; Albert *E. 
Kahn of New Currents and PM and Walter Lowenfels of the 
Communist Daily Worker.* 

Is it any wonder that William Randolph Hearst, Walter 
WinchelPs eraployer, found it necessary in March 1938 to 
wire the editors of his chain of newspapers :j 

PLEASE EDIT WINCHELL VERY CAREFULLY AND 
LEAVE OUT ANY DANGEROUS OR DISAGREEABLE 
PARAGRAPHS, INDEED, LEAVE OUT THE WHOLE 
COLUMN WITHOUT HESITATION, AS I THINK HE 
HAS GOTTEN SO CARELESS THAT HE IS NO LONGER 
OF ANY PARTICULAR VALUE* 

Is it any wonder that the Andrew Jergens Company 
found it necessary to hire a lawyer, one Henry Alexander, to 
edit Winchell's radio scripts before he goes on the air? 

Is it any wonder that the Blue Network, after its officials 
were summoned to Washington for conferences with Major 
General Surles and other Army offlicers, found it necessary 
to promulgate a special broadcaster's code in order to cope 
with Wincheirs indiscretions? *'My fangs have been removed/' 
said Winchell using the proper metaphor. 

Is it any wonder that Lennen & Mitchell, the advertising 

agency which handles the Andrew Jergens Company's radio 

account, began to blue pencil Wincheirs scripts?

Is it any wonder that in final desperation, after Winchell 

had maliciously attacked and provoked Congressman Martin 

Dies into a public controversy, the Jergens' lawyers, the ad- 



* Lieutenant Commander Winchell used to get authentic secrets from 
Serg-eant Peter J. Innes, one of the founders of the National Maritime Union, 
who was doing under cover work for the Army in the Corps of Intelligence 
Police, Governors Island^ N- Y. An investigation of Sergeant Innes and his 
activities by Military Intelligence resulted in his being court-martialed and 
sentenced to seven years imprisonment. One fact which came out in the 
secret inquiry was that Winchell had tried to have two men placed with 
Army Intelligence, One was connected with the Coordinating Committee for 
Democratic Action, an important unit of the Smear Bund since merged with 
the Friends of Democracy. The other was from the smear sheet PM.

vertising agents, tlie Blue Network officials and the sponsor 
himself combined to restrain Winchell's malicioxxs ruthless- 
ness in the face of rising public indignation? 

Each tirae an attempt was made to restrain him, Win- 
chell agreed reluctantly, sometimes after quite a show of bel- 
ligerence. But, almost invariably, he ignored his commit- 
ments, actual or implied, and proceeded to show his lack of 
character and principle by committing new excesses. 

As an aftermath of the Winchell-Dies controversy 
another attenxpt was made to keep him within the bounds of 
decency. This time his sponsors, the Andrew Jergens Com- 
pany, on the Sunday following Mr, Dies' broadcast, had the 
program announcer tell the listening public that Winchell 
would no longer attack Members of Congress or libel those 
with whom he disagreed personally and politically. Said the 
announcer: 

*The Jerg-en*s Journal will continue to be a vehicle for your 
enjoynvent and entertainment. It is not intended as a public forum 
for the discussion of political^ partisan or other controversial or 
personal differences." 

Yet, in spite of this solemn promise, Winchell continues 
to assail members of Congress. During the broadcast of the 
Jergen's Journal, the following week April 9, 1944, he delib- 
erately attacked Senator Clyde M. Reed, of Kansas, in his 
usual insulting manner* And on the next broadcast, April 
16, 1944, he made another vicious assault on an unnamed 
member of Congress. 

It is evident that the commercial interests and network 
offlcials responsible for Winchell and his broadcasts are unable 
to cope with the situation. It now remains for the properly 
constituted committee of Congress — the Special Committee on 
un-American Activities — to proceed with its scheduled inves- 
tigation of Mr. Winchell and the Smear Bund and to make 
the proper recommendations to Congress for appropriate leg- 
islation that will protect the American people and their elect- 
ed representatives from the abuses of free speech without, at 
the same time, denying that Constitutional right and privi- 
lege in any of its legitimate phases. ^"^Camforting thatviT^ 

The investigation of Walter Winchell by the Dies Com- 
mittee resulted from a series of attacks made by the commen- 
tator on Chairman Dies, on his Comrnittee and on other mem- 
bers of Congress. One accusation made by Winchell was to 
the effect that the files of the Dies Committee had been made 
available to *^'your news boy," Joseph P. Kamp. 
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This charge was originally made in the Communist Daily 
Worker. It was repeated in "NEW CURRENTS — A National 
Jewish Monthly," and re-published in the smear book "Sabo- 
tage." Then Walter Winchell broadcast it to "Mr. and Mrs. 
North and South America, and all our men overseas." 

When Congressman Dies challenged the truth of the 
charge, the Communist Daily Worker came to Winchell's de- 
fense. It explained that Kamp was preparing a new book 
and then claimed the * 'exposure" of this fact "clarifies some 
of the recent attacks by Martin Dies on radio commentators." 

But, instead of attemping to prove that Winchell was 
right, the Daily Worker made a tricky reverse play and 
charged that Kamp's files were made available to Martin 
Dies. Said the Communist rag: "Dies, however, did not admit 
that he had access to Kamp*s files." (Emphasis by Daily 
Worker.) 

In answering Winchell's slanders and sinister implica- 
tions. Chairman Dies declared: 

"His methods of propaganda are like those of the Nazi 
Goebbels. He condemns intolerance and then practices it him- 
self." 

Forced by the rising tide of public opinion, Wincheirs 
radio sponsors belatedly offered Chairman Dies a 15-minute 
period on a national radio hook-up in which to refute Win- 
cheirs lies and slanders made over a period of years. 

In his radio address, Chairman Dies accused Winchell of 
being a "tool of a Sm,ear Bund" and he promised that his 
Committee would investigate the conspiracy thoroughly and 
tell the American people "who is supplying the brains and 
who is paying the. bills." "/«'« about timGP'' 

Declaring that whiles he was '^interested in replying to 
the false statements many times repeated" on the Winchell 
program, Mr. Dies said he was "more concerned to fix the at- 
tention of the American people on one of the most sinister 
forces this Nation has ever faced — a highly organized and 
^well financed enterprise to destroy by vilification the charac- 
ter of any public man who gets in the way of the objectives of 
the groups who raanage and finance this offensive." 

'* Winchell is being used," Chairman Dies charged, "as a 
transmission belt to deliver into millions of ears damaging 
statements, half-ti-uths, cunningly slanted implications de- 
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signed to impugn the loyalty and to destroy the characters of 
American public men who oppose the objectives of these sub- 
versive groups and to break down confidence in the Congress 
of the United States." 

*'I warn you," Dies declared, "that there Is a dangerously 
Intelligent and aggressive movement to undermine the au- 
thority and destroy the prestige of Congress in the interest of 
setting up ah all-powerful executive. This program of vili- 
fication is part of that." 

^ Mr. Dies then said that ''these specialists in vilification 
woiild not dare charge reputable men with sedition. But they 
have found a means by which, through innuendo and indirec- 
tion, they can select a victim and smear him with the odlmn 
of treason while skirting the edge of the libel laws." 

After calling attention to Winchell's claim that he was 
told to '*stay on the radio" by some **powerfxil person" whose 
name dare not be mentioned, Chairman Dies asked, "for what 
purpose? To sell beauty preparations as part of the war ef- 
fort? Of course not. He was ordered to stay on the radio to 
do what he is doing — to carry on the work of the Smear 
Bund." 

Characterizing Winchell as a "peddler of bedroom key- 
hole scandal," Mr, Dies accused him of **sandwiching in" poli- 
tical propaganda "between his collection of divorces, infideli- 
ties and other social derelictions." 

**Winchell is seeking to undermine the confidence of the 
people in the legislative branch. What could be of greater 
disservice to the country in time of war?" Chairman Dies de- 
manded. "Such attacks have the cheap characteristics of 
intolerance. Let him remember that those who expect toler- 
ance in others should extend tolerance to others," he said. 

'/We are really fighting two wars," the Texas Congressman 
concluded. "One is a war of men,\ guns, tanks, planes and 
ships. The other is a war of ideologies, rumors, intolerance, 
character assassinations, subversive activities, and propagan- 
da that seek to destroy represientative government. We must 
win both of these wars to preserve our freedom," 

Winchell made three principal points in attempting to 
counter the Dies' attack. In a published statement issued 24 
hours before Dies spoke, he made the ludicrous charge that 
Martin Dies was helping ''the Communist Party by attacking 
scores of well-known progressive Americans." 

In his newspaper "coFm,'" Immediately following the 
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broadcast, Winchell published a letter he had received from 
Dies some years ago commending him for cooperation ex- 
tended in the early days of the Dies investigation . . , but 
written before Winchell attempted to blackmail Dies into 
making certain investigations by threatening to '^expose''' one 
of Dies' investigators as an anti-Semite. Then, in the same 
column after calling Dies **this person from TIexas . . . one of 
the dime-a-dozen statesmen," he tried to deprecate the val- 
uable work done by Dies in ferreting out subversives threat- 
ening to undermine the government by asking: 

*'Whom did he pin the plot on? Stalin? No. Trotsky? 
No, no . , . I will tell you whom he dragged up as the powerful 
menace to the American way of life. He named Shirley Tem- 
ple. Shirley, not yet ten years old at the time, was the excuse 
Dies offered for the hundred-and-some thousands he wheed- 
]ed out of Congress." 

The fact that Winchell couldn't dig up anything better 
than this original Commiuiist canard which was thor- 
oughly debunked years ago was conclusive evidence that not 
only was he in a state of panic, but that after all these years, 
since the time he just managed to squeeze through the fifth 
grade in grammer school, he still doesn't know the answers. 
King Features Syndicate, which distributes WinchelVs stuff, 
thought this column so bad they decided not to release it to their 
ctcstomers. Even the N, Y. Mirror, WinchelVs key paper, deleted 
a sizable portion of an attack on Mr. Dies. Cancellations and 
complaints flooded the offices of the syndicate, with some papers 
printing but one Winchell column a week. One metropolitan 
daily killed 19 Wi7ichell columns in one month, Winchell con- 
tinues to boast of 800 outlets^ however, but only about 175 papers 
are still publishing his tripe. 

Winchell's contract with King Features expires in Nov- 
ember and the chances are it won't be renewed. The last 
Lime a cancellation threatened, both the Left Wing New York 
Post and Red PM made generous offers. Here's hoping ! 

Aside from his hiammy attempt at rebuttal, Winchell's 
principal answer, not only to Chairman Dies, but likewise to 
other Congressional critics, was to scream that they were try- 
ing to interfere with his right of free speech. 

Winchell believes so much in free speech and a free press 
that on April 23, 1944, he threatened the nation's editors and 
publishers with libel suits, cited legal precedent and warned 
them against reprinting items about him from the Congres- 
sional Record. 
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Congressman Hoffman on the floor of tne House, met 
Winchell's hokum with some astute observations. Said he: 

"What an absurdity for Winchell, who over the years has 
made thousands of statements which tended to disgrace and 
huniiliate good citizens, to, w^hen the falsity of his state- 
ments, the harmful eflfect of his utterances is pointed out, 
complain about a denial of free speech, 

"Perhaps no one has ever more extensively used and 
abused a free press, the freedom of speech, than has Walter 
Winchell. 

''Those vrho would smirch Members of Congress, destroy 
the people's confidence in their chosen representatives, intimj- 
date and silence all opponents of the New Deal and the Com- 
munists, are now the first to cry, whimper and ^vhine when 
their hypocrisy is exposed; when their own words and actions 
are given the acid test of publicity, when their true purpose 
and character stand revealed. 

*'It is not my desire to limit free speech or a free press. 
My only demand has been that Winchell, in his public utter- 
ances, confine himself, when he makes statements purporting 
to be fact, to statements of fact; that he cease to falsely ac- 
cuse not only Members of Congress, but all citizens of disloy- 
alty; that he avoid false accusations, which tend to create 
race prejudice, disunity, discourage our men in the service 
and low^er their morale/' 

Clotvn About Taivn . , . 

Winchell **brushed off" Mr. Hoffman's logic with a 
*'colyum" in which he likened his plight to the fight for free- 
dom of the press made by some of the most distinguished 
figures In American journalism. As one of his friends once 
wrote, the '^Gents' Room Journalist" has **a vanity wliich 
often expresses itself in overflowing tributes to himself." 

Columnist Ed Sullivan paragraphed the "retort terrific" 
when he observed: 

*'In an excess of modesty, Winchell compares himself 
with great Thomas Paine, Horace Greeley, James Gordon Ben- 
nett, William Allen White, Jacob Riis, Lincoln Steflens, and 
Heywood Broun, and throws in Joseph Pulitzer for good mea- 
sure . . . Always belittlin' himself! . . . Winchell, self-styled 
apostle of free speech, had N'Yorker editor Harold Ross barred 
from the Stork Club, because Ross exercised free speech and 
razzed him in print . . , Because Earl Carroll exercised the 
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right of free speech and told him to his face what he thought 
of himi, Winchell taunted Carroll for years in print as 'a 
convict*. " 

' By any means Winchell is determined to carve himself a 
niche of fame among the immortals of journalism alongside 
that of the distinguished- Joseph Pulitzer. Somehow he learned 
about the Pulitzer Prizes and so he is now making plans to es- 
tablish ^'Winchell Awards" to be given, no doubt, to honest 
and respected members of the newspaper craft whose names 
and endeavors will reflect to the greater glory of the Winchell 
handle. He's been talking over the details with Louie Sobol 
and a few other "friends" who still speak to him. 

In answer to the decision of the Dies Committee to in- 
vestigate him, Winchell immediately became an authority on 
Constitutional law. He advised his hearers and readers that, 
''as is provided in the Constitution," he was entitled to be con- 
fronted with witnesses and to cross-examine them. For once, 
even the violently pro-Winchell PM was forced to say in its 
editorial: * 'Unfortunately there is no such provision in the 
Constitution." 

On this point. Congressman Hoffinan also had something 
to say: 

'*The right to be confronted with witnesses, the right to 
cross-examine, is given to every individual when tried before 
any court. That right is not given to people who are under 
investigation, 

"And who is Winchell and what has been his conduct 
that he should complain bec^-use he was not first given a 
hearing, confronted by the witnesses? When did Winchell 
ever^ during his long course of vilification and scandalmon- 
gering, ever give any of his victims an' opportunity to state 
their side of the case before he went on the air slandering 
or libeling them? 

*' Winchell should be the last to complain that he has 
not been given a fair trial. Winchell is yellow. And when he 
sees exposure coming he hides behind the Constitution." 

Time after time in public, in his column and over the 
air, Winchell has sneered his defiance at those who protested 
the untruthfulness of items which damaged reputations and 
destroyed good names. It was with disdain and contempt 
that he invited them to sue him . . . and then brazenly added the 
cheap and sneering flippancy: "You will have to wait your turn 
. . , the line foi*ms on the right." 
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Many suits have been filed against Winchell. Some have 
been settled while others have dragged along for years as 
mounting legal fees discouraged litigants who were only inter- 
ested in vindication. And, besides, they soon found .out that, 
even in the event of victory and heavy damages, it would 
cost the gossip monger nothing, since his contracts with both 
the Andrew Jergens Company and King Features provided 
tliat in the event Winchell is sued for libel they will assume 
,all responsibility in defending suits and paying damages. 

Now, Winchell of all people, has announced that he has 
filed a libel suit against Representative Hoffman because the 
Congressman wrote a letter to the editor of the Marcellus 
(Mich.) News in which he said that Winchell had been 
''stripped" of his uniform. A month has already gone by and 
Mr. Hoffman has not as yet been served with any process. 

This suit is just a trick , . • a defense mechanism . . . 
Right now, the tide is turning and Winchell is looking around 
for ways and means to intimidate his victims who have sud- 
denly become vocal. 

He "tipped his hand'* when, in his column of April 12, 
1944, he wrote: 

''Some gazettes read the libel action against Congressman 
Hoffman too fast. We are suing because he allegedly told a 
Michigan newspaper that we were 'stripped' of our naval uni- 
form . . . This is to warn anybody — don't print it or say it 
ag-ain. Outside of Congress or your strait jacket/* 

We insist on exercising our right of free speech to tell 
the truth. ^We refuse to be intimidated. We won't skirt the 
libel laws. We won't say it with loopholes! 

The February 19, 1943, issue of PM, bright scarlet rag 
which is WinchelFs co-worker in smearing Congress, under the 
headline "WINCHELL PUT OUT OF SERVICE," reported: 

**The Navy stripped Winchell of his lieutenant^ com- 
imander^s uniform yesterday to appease the one-time iso- 
lationist bloc in Congress." 

No phony libel suit or intimidating gossip "coFm*' item can 
change that. 

Wincheirs libel suit against Mr. Hoffman is a year late and 
has the wrong defendant, if any. 

If he had wanted to sue Congressman Hoffman, he could 
have filed suit at that time, a year ago, because on hearing 
the news, Hoffman told the press, and without Congressional 
immunity; "the Secretary's assurance that Winchell will not 
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be recalled to active duty will prove a Doon to Naval morale. 
No longer will Navy men wince at the spectacle of a Broad- 
way gossiper sporting a lieu tenant-commander's stripes while 
he snoops about in search of sexy tid-bits/' 

'Congress was told that while Winchell has been placed on 
inactive status, he was retained on Navy rolls only "by vir- 
tue of pressure from the White House," Winchell has said 
that he offered to resign, but not to anyone in the Navy, and 
that the mysterious someone ... "a spokesman for the gov- 
ernment" . . , sort of talked him out of it . . . **Ho, Hum/' 

The use of the word ''stripped" does not mean that Win- 
chell was actually denuded . . . neither does it necessarily im- 
ply that Winchell was *'drummied off the base." This expla- 
nation is not to suggest, however, that he should not have 
been kicked out of the Navy, 

Winchell can argue all he wants to about the implications 
of the word **s tripped" . . .. he's used words to mean a lot of 
different things in his smearing throughout the years .... 

BUT, there is no way he can get around the fact that he 
is out of uniform. More than that, he knows his present sta- 
tus is permanent . . . with the *'blessing" of his Commander- 
in-Chief. He was told this in the offices of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee and two hours of abject pleading failed to 
change the decision. 

Nevertheless, "Walter-the-Winch," as his patron saint 
might dub him, appears in a ridiculous role . . . the victim of 
a strip-tease . . : '^HehehehF^ 

Wincheirs complaint against Congressman Hoffman is a 
lulu. He avers that Hoffman's ^'letter to the editor" holds him 
up to "public scorn, hatred, ridicule, contempt, shame and 
disgrace; to induce an evil opinion of him in minds of right- 
thinking persons, to make him an object of reproach and to 
dishonor and disgrace him in the estimation of the public and 
his friends and acquaintances, to his injury and personal da- 
mage in his reputation/*

Why are Winchell's reactions pathological? Why does he 
rant and rave and become hysterical? Why is he fanatically 
determined to destroy the reputations of others? Why does 
he accuse the objects of his hatred of being homosexual? 

A psychiatrist or a psycho-analyst would have no trouble 
in finding the answers to these questions. Even a layman of 
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some intelligence, without delving too far into diagnostic pro- 
cedure or becoming involved in medical terminology, would 
conclude that: 

1- Walter Winchell has a narcissus complex . , . an 
exaggerated ego . . • is an ego-maniac. (Like Hitler!) 
2 He is abnormally sex-conscious to the point of 
vulgar exhibitionism . . • in print. 

3. He is a confirmed neurotic ... and definitely psy- 
chopathic . . . strictly whackpot, 

4, He is a sadist. 

There is more than one simple explanation of Winchell's 
psychoses. They could have evolved from the trials, tribula- 
tions and disappointments of his youth . . . They could have 
grown from his suspicion or knowledge of a family abnormal- 
ity. Len De Caux, labor psychoanalyst and columnist for the 
CIO Union News Service, writes that "brainless bluster, pig- 
headedness, emotional tantrums and apparently aimless ma- 
lice are often symptoms of some psychological maladjustment." 

On the' basis of any one of such unfortunate conditions, 
or, perhaps, because of all of them put together, Win- 
chell developed a very definite inferiority complex early in life. 
The resulting frustrations caused him to exert himself to 
overcome imaginary barriers in the way of his ambition to 
succeed. By constantly finding fault and depreciating every- 
body else, he creates a feeling of superiority in himself. 

Considering the peculiar way he acts at times, the crazy 
things he says and the goofy things he has done, there is a 
growing conviction on the part of many that Winchell should 
have his head examined • . , to use his own language, they 
think he's a fugitive from a nut factory. "Ferrewsafee^/" 

To others, he is "crazy like a fox" . . . smart, knows 
everything, and, according to Moe Annenberg, late racing- 
sheet tycoon, "knows too many things about too many people.'' 

Thei:je is something sly and sneaky, wily and tricky, cun- 
ning and stealthy about the way Winchell operates . . . His 
vulpine physiognomy • . . (a foxy puss to you, Walter) .... 
plus the fact that he yelps and yaps are pKDints in favor of 
this school of thought. 

Those who contend that he is a mental case jSeem to have 
the edge, however, since Fred Allhoff, a recent biographer, sus- 
tains suspicion in this regard by recalling in Liberty maga- 
zine, that in his youth, Winchell was ktcked in the head by a 
horse.

Most Americans have some knowledge 
of the definition of child psychology, army 
psychology, psychology of love, sales and 
advertising psychology, etc. Since the psy- 
chology of Communism is so little known, 
we devote this article to that subject.

This is to be, found in 2nd Peter, 2nd Chap- 
ter, the 18 to 21 verse, either in the King 
James or the Douay Catholic bible. While 
these schemes are very old the modern 
mechanisms and stream-lined psychological 
schemes will certainly deliver us into a 
worse slavery than was inflicted upon peo- 
ple in ancient times. Therefore, it is not 
strange to see people today accepting and 
practicing false ideas and unworkable 
theories today. Countless numbers of un- 
workable theories and unpractical ideas are 
in our patent offices at Washington, D. C. 
Therefore, it is an established rule that not 
every idea or theory that orators advertise 
is a fact or a practical success. 

Brave ex-Communists tell us their own 
experiences at the risk of their lives.

Any thoug^htful eitizen admits that our 
govermnent is becoming more Bureaucratic; 
that compared with the United States of some 
years back, we are moving fast towards a 
Totalitarian government. What we were 
told we were fighting to destroy in Europe, 
we are building here fast. What ten million 
of our boys sacrificed for and hundreds of 
thousands died and were crippled to de- 
feat three thousand miles from home, we 
are now setting up to live under in America. 
WHY? 

Because we are confused and afraid of 
our government so it is running away with 
us. Fourteen years ago we had three hun- 
dred thousand Federal employees. Com- 
pared with other countries, this was too 
many and ^ we were told it would be cut 
down. To-day, one year after war is over, 
the government has three million on its 
payroll. If you had a store needing ten 
clerks, would you hire one hundred? 

CojTtmunism used war as an excuse to 
create many bureaus so they could load 
them down with Reds to undermine our 
government, like termites working for years 
on the understructure of a building. Term- 
ites are blind but they do a devastating job. 

Now the Reds and fellow travelers not 
wanting to return to private life and allow 
us a really American government are creat- 
ing new bureaus to regiment our citizens 
in everything from making a hamburger to 
constructing a building. Always an emer- 
gency to scare us so we cannot think! They 
tell us it is to protect us from ourselves 
but they make the situation much worse 
while employing thousands of Reds and 
Pinks to tangle you up in red tape and 
aggravate you while you pay their salaries 
so they may be in position at election time 
to keep their Red crowd in office. Three 
million in office can swing twelve million 
votes. 

These bureaus are actually to see that 
we do NOT build- houses and do NOT get 
merchandise — to put , men out of work, 
disgust people and help bankrupt us. 

How Do We Get These Leeches Out? 

More^ than three hundred Communist 
Fronts *and other organizations controlled 
by Communists are pressure groups on Con- 
gress to force passage of Communist in- 
spired bills and bureaus. The members of 
these organizations must be fearless in put- 
ting these Reds out of control. Sidney 
Hillman and his Red crowd must- be pre- 
vented from defeating good men for Con- 
gress in November. They are raising mil- 
lions to do this. If real American Repub- 
licans and real American Democrats think 
they can capture the government from these 
Reds and fellow^ travelers and drive Stalin's 
agents from Washington by regular political 
tactics that they use every election they 
rhight just as well save the expense and 
work of an election.

care." Too many people are found who 
will sell their nation, race, and religion down 
the river for their own personal gain. People 
act according to sentiment, prejudice and 
passion, rather than by intellect and reason.

about. To cause confusion and sabotage 
our government, hence, we are not con- 
vinced by tlie^ vast program of propaganda 
to perpetuate themselves. The taxpayers 
money is being spent by these a.gencies, 
not to carry on the purpose of the agency, 
but to keep the public sold on them.

Wt were 
glad to hear you say in your talk that it 
was time to call a spade a spade — may 
we warn you also Mr. President that it 
is tirhe to call a traitor a traitor. 

Just in the event you do not know it, 
your State Department is packed with Reds 
and a Communist School is being conducted 
in it with the taxpayers money. This De- 
partment is going to fall apart or blow up. 
It is a joke in South America, but the Reds 
love it in parts of Europe. 

Mr. President, as we listened to your 
efforts to discredit Congress in connection 
with O.P.A. we were thinking of the con- 
tinual efforts of the Communist front papers 
and commentators during the last twelve 
years to smear Congress.

"l attended meetings of the constituent 
assembly after Kerensky had disappeared. 
The bolshevists were a tiny minority. Did 
they mind? Not at all. ,j. Lenin waved his 
hand to his secretary in" the balcony and 
smiled — it was to show how little his mind 
was upon the tragic struggle for Russian 
freedom. 

^Then he came no more. No bolshevik 
appeared. The representatives of the Rus- 
sian people — like our Congress — they 
sat and^ waited. One moment we heard a 
rumor that Lenin's dinner was prolonged. 
At another moment, we heard he was in the 
building — the Duma, I think it was. 

Men stood in groups and spoke to one 
another. Not a person smiled. Then there 
were prolonged silences. 

Finally, the president of the constituent 
assembly arose to speak his mind on behalf 
of the representatives of the people. The 
assembly hall filled with troops. One ap- 
proached the dais. 

"Comrade, you have spoken enough," 
the soldier said. "Go home!" 

The representatives of the people were 
filled with consternation. Strong men wept. 
I remember my own emotions — my anguish 
ii| the presence of futility. Chernoff tried 
to be heroic. The soldier stopped him. 
Workers, were alrea'dy marching in the 
streets. 

The representatives of the people were 
dispersed. A tiny minority had conquered 
Russia by organized minority pressure. 
They had seized the means of production 
and distribution. First, they destroyed hum- 
an rights. It was the end of Russia's chance 
for freedom. 

What were intelligent, educated people 
doing? At that moment each man was for 
himself. Some were seeking to get in under 
the tape. They would assist the bolsheviks; 
maybe the bolsheviks would let them live. 
Some tried one comprom^ise, others another. 

Some were speculating in their country's 
misfortunes. They were gambling on mon- 
ey exchange; gambling with bonds and 



stocks; holding on to raw materials for 
higher prices. Everywhere prices were ris- 
ing and the value of the ruble was constant- 
ly declining. 

, Not a constructive word came from these 
people, or idea. Only such news and views 

as the union wanted could be printed. 

But the great mass of Russia's intelligensia 
its economic and middle class, were in- 
capable of defense. 

In the end, all the speculators in their 
country's misfortune had nothing. Their 
property, their human rights, even their 
lives, were taken from them. I met many 
of their" wives and daughters later in Har- 
bin, Peking and Shanghai, where they were 
forced to earn their living by prostitution. 

Those days of Russia compare to this 
country now — the seizure pf property, the 
compromises that are being made. 

Revolutions are successful when £fn or- 
ganized minority discovers that the majority 
is split, is confused, is without vigilance. 
Then it is revolutionary tactics to confound 
and confuse the majority by side issues, by 
speeches on humane subjects, by beating 
the, drum of progress and^liberalism. They 
play upon distress; they create emergen- 
cies."

and .easing into France, Italy, England, India 
and soft, rich Uncle Sam.

Now from their po- 
sitions of dignity and power in our high 
courts and big business houses they prefer 
to remain so as to receive your votes and 
your comrnercial trade until the D- day of 
Communism in the United States. 

All the people in Russia under 30 years 
of age have been raised without God. A 
population of 190 million in Russia.

When the writer was growing up he al- 
ways understood that a man who was to 
be placed on the Supreme Court had to 
be tops in every way and above reproach, 
for there the nine men sat as an inspiration 
to American manhood. Honorable, capable 
and stable, to render just decisions and de- 
serve the highest respect of America. 

Most of these have been strong men like 
Edward Douglas White and Charles Evans 
Hughes. Of course some of us do know 
that sworn testimony has connected Justice . 
Brandies with the COMMUNIST COM- 
MONWEALTH COLLEGE at Mena, Ar- 
kansas twenty years ago. 

During the last ten years some Supreme , 
Court Justices have been appointed that 
are really placing the Supreme Court on 
the front page. The knock down and drag 
out between Associate Justice Jackson, now 
in Germany conducting the trials at Nurn- 
berg, and Justice Black is interesting. The 
knock down and drag out between Black 
and Jackson has been better than the Louis- 
Conn bout, with no $100.00 seats. Jackson 
has not done so well for himself at Nurn- 
berg — creating laws as he goes. Goering 
and others caused Jackson to look ridicu- 
lous. Many big lawyers believe that Jack- 
son's brilliancy has been dulled much by 
his conduct there. He was a good manager 
of the SPEAKERS BUREAU for the Roose- 
velt campaign. It may not have been WHAT 
HE KNEW but WHO HE KNEW, however, 
he landed on the Supreme Court just in 
time to do some good in legalizing the GIFT 
of fifty battle ships to England while we 
were a NEUTRAL Nation. 

Justice Black was a judge in the Police 
Court in Birmingham, Alabama when he 
heard the call to duty in Washington. He 
hid his bed sheet, cleared it with Sidney 
and came right up to the Cipitol in 1937. 
Soon after, while h'e was in Europe, some 
unkind person let the cat out of the bag.

They did not 
ask him if he knew Mr. KO POK, or if 
he was a member of the K DUO INNER 
CIRCLE. The Circle he was entitled to as 
a big shot. You guesseS^'it- — we have been 
around too! 

But, Mr. Black got by — and now, Jus- 
tice Jackson says Justice Black is not fit 
to sit on the high court, like an Umpire 
who threw the game. We don't know, but 
Justice Jackson should know. The Reds 
and Pinks like both Black and Jackson. 

And while this is going on it is reported 
some of the Justices will resign if Jackson 
comes back. The Reds. like Justice Murphy 
too, but it looks like he is sitting on a powder 
keg.

"The Spanish ulcer killed me", said Nap- 
oleon in one of his moments of reminis- 
_cence at St. Helena. Now another, not dis- 
similar, Spanish ulcer threatens Stalin's here- 
tofore increasingly successful efforts to 
dominate and communize Europe. 

By the "Spanish ulcer" Napoleon meant 
simply the proud and deeply religious con- 
servatism of that ancient land. In 1808, 
despite the blunders and corruption of their 
rulers, these Spanish people rose to expel 
the French in what Herbert Fisher, the great 
English historian, has called "the first ex- 
ample of a long series of popular and na; 
tional movements which ultimately shat- 
tered the Napoleonic Empire". 

Today, the same dignity, the same poise, 
the same ingrained conservatism, have made 
of Spain a greater Rock of Gibraltar 
against which all the Communist machin- 
ations have broken in vain. The scheming 
of Moscow to overthrow Franco's unsavory 
rule by a planted revolution has been as 
Machiavellian, and almost as successful, as 
the steps whereby Napoleon contrived the' 
downfall of the equally shameful Spanish 
monarchy in 1897. Then, as now, it was 
intelligent English diplomacy which oper- 
ated to foil the plot. The chief difference 
in the historical parallel is that the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which preserved 
neutrality toward Napoleon's attack on 
Spain, has done much to assist Stalin's ef- 
fort to absorb that nation. 

■^^t the eleventh hour, however, we have 
switched from our Russian to our British 
ally, with the result that the red tide in Rus- 
sia may now, if ye continue firm, begin 
to recede. But it was a near thing, and the 
efficacy, if not the very existence, of the 
United Nations Organization may prove to 
be the price of Stalin's loss of face. 
II 

Just ten years ago, on July_ 17, 1936, 
General Franco raised the standard of re- 
volt against the Leftist Republican regime 
then in power at Madrid. Since, then, so 
much water has gone down the Potomac 
that rnany Americans have forgotten the 
"plague on both your houses" attitude with 
which this ugly European complication was 
at first received in the United States. Bal- 
ance is restored by recalling the objective 
judgement of the 1937 annual of the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations, entitled "The Un- 
ited States in World Affairs".

NILAS (now Niles), still Presidential 
advisor, owes his long success in the White 
House to Felix. They tell us if all Frank- 
furter's appointees had gone in the Army 
(where they did not go) they would have 
had a division of their own. It would have 
been the FFP'P Division (Felix Frankfurter 
Pen Pushers Division). Frankfurter has 
been a very ^ efficient lawyer. We remem- 
ber some GOOD men he has helped. Back 
in May 1920, when Sacco and Vanzetti, 
the Anarchists, were up for murder at 
Braintree, Mass., the Reds from all over 
the world contributed to their defense.

Sidney Hillman considered Frankfurter his 
best lawyer, even better than La Guardla. 
Hillman should be a good judge of a crim- 
inal lawyer. Experience is the. best teacher. 

We don't say Frankfurter is a RED

During the past week there has been a 
flood of speeches and articles exposing and 
condemning Communism. The Commander 
of the American Legion and the Massachus- 
etts Veterans of Foreign Wars have taken 
the lead. Some of our most flagrant New 
Dealers are trying to wash themselves white 
by warning against the Reds. Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark made a resounding speech against 
anti-Americanism.

Field's Chicago Sun is turn- 
ing American — it actually attacked Justice 
Frankfurter editorially. Pinko and pro- 
Russian commentators have, according to 
the latest Hooper rating, lost so much of 
their listening audiences that they are scarce- 
ly worth their keep to their sponsors. An 
ordinary commentator rating is between 4 
and 8; a good rating is from 8 to 12. These 
figures indicate the number of radio sets 
out of one hundred tuned in to a given pro- 
gram at the moment when the Hooper girls 
conduct their telephone polls in the selected 
number of cities where -Dr. Hooper operates.' 
Here are some latest ratings: Raymond 
Swing, 1.8; William Shirer, 2.5; Cecil 
Brown, 2.8; Bob Trout, 2.6; Gabriel 
Heater, 3.4. Against this the rating for the 
Tuesday night Upton Close program — 
opposite Bob Hope — is 3.9.. It came up 
1.6 while all the others dropped. It must 
be taken into reckoning that we have only 
a 250-watt suburban station in the entire 
New York metropolitan area, due to the 
refusal of Mutual Broadcasting System's 
proper outlet, WOR, to carry the program. 
WOR thinks it is un-American — WOR's 
definition of un-American apparently being 
"un-Soviet". We understand this attitude 
comes from officials of Macy's in New York, 
which owns WOR. Of course, Dr. Hooper 
reckons, in figuring our rating, the enormous 
metropolitan population of New York which 
can equalthe population of the 64 other 
areas that get this program. The^refore, it 
would be safe to say that, if we had a 50,000 
watt New York outlet, our rating would be 
between 7 and 8. The full network Upton 
Close program which closed on Mutual one 
year ago had a rating between 6 and 8.- — 
they vary from week to week. The rating 
of the Sheaff er Pen - Upton Close program 
on NBC was, between 10 and 12 when that 
broadcasting company forced the sponsor 
to give it up.

Russia, nor Italy, nor the German Reich 
regarded the internal war in Spain as a 
local matter. Soviet Russia saw a prom- 
ising new extension of Communism 
threatened by General Franco's insur- 
rection, Hitler correspondingly found in 
him an ally, and Mussolini __ __ __ discover- 
ed in the situation a chance to in- 
crease the prestige of Italy and her domin- 
ion over the Middle Sea." 
Existing neutrality legislation, at the out- 
break of the Spanish Civil War, applied 
only to wars "between or among" foreign 
States. • Nevertheless, the Department of 
State, on August 7, 1936, made public its 
emergency instructions to all. our consular 
and diplomatic representatives in Spain, 
which read in part: 
" in conformity with its well-estab- 
lished policy of non-interference with in- 
ternal affairs in other countries this 

government will, of course, scrupulously 
refrain from any interference whatsoever 
in the unfortunate Spanish situation." 
That this conformed with American pub- 
lic opinion was made abundantly clear as 
soon as the newly-elected Congress met, on 
January 5, 1937. The very next day it 
adopted 2l joint resolution, passed unani- 
mously by the Senate and signed with al- 
acrity by President Roosevelt, forbidding the 
export of arms, ammunition and implernents 
of war "for the use of either of the opposing 
forces in Spain". 

Aggravated by continuous Nazi, Fascist 
and Communist . intervention, the Spanish 
Civil War spread devastation until Franco's 
military victory, early in 1939. His Gov- 
ernment was recognized' as the 'de jure' 
government of Spain by France and Great 
Britain on February 27, 1939, and by the 
Roosevelt Administration a few weeks later. 
Since then, both the United States and Great 
Britain have maintained this recognition. 

Ill 

The Kremlin has a longer memory than 
the American public. The latter was, and 
for the most part probably still is, allergic to 
, the triumph of either Leftist or Rightest 
totalitarianism in Spain. But Moscow, 
smarting under the liquidation of Spanish 
Communism, has seemingly made the es- 
tablishment of a Red Iberia (first Spain, 
then Portugal) a major objective of its post- 
war policy. 

In this wholly understandable, effort — 
a Spanish Soviet Republic would mean the 
permanent communization of Western Eu- 
rope — Stalin has utilized many innocent 
Americans as his dupes. While some have 
seen the picture dispassionately, few have 
dared publicly to discount the picture of 
"Fascist Franco" which is so easy to por- 
tray. An honorable exception is Alexander 
Weddell, experienced career diplomat who 
served as Ambassador to Spain from 1939 
to 1942. In a speech in Richmond, on June 
25, Mr. Weddell called Franco's Govern- 
ment "bad", but said that if the United Na- 
tions overthrows Jiim : 

" it will plunge innocent people into 

another ferocious civil war and make the 
country a breeding ground for Commun- 
istic ideology," 
Lacking access to diplomatic archives, 
it cannot be charged with assurance that 
Stalin joined the United Nations Organiza- 
tion partly to use it as a lever to establish 
a Communist Spain. But surface indication 
points toward that conclusion. Although 
. there is no scintilla of evidence to show that 
the Franco Government is at the moment 
a threat to world peace, the Kremlin has 
cleverly engineered a policy of having this 
vulnerable regime perpetually attacked, and 
if possible diplomatically ostracized anti ov- 
erthrown, through the agency of UN. In 



this subtle procedure the puppet govern- 
ment of Poland has been utilized as Russia's 
stooge, drawing from Winston Churchill the 
caustic observation: 

"_-. there is as Tnuch freedom in Spain 

under the Franco regime and a good deal 
more security and happiness for ordinary 
folk, than there is in Poland at this time." 

While the British, with their better un- 
derstanding of European problems, were 
from the outset alert to the overtones of 
Stalin's anti-Franco drive, our official con- 
tribution during several critical months was 
to play the Communist game. Thus the 
Department of State, on March 4 of this 
year, released to the press a most tenden- 
tious selection of documents carefully culled 
to prove Franco's wartime subserviency to 
the Axis. Russia promptly cited these in 
support of the resolution demanding col- 
lective intervention in Spain, which the 
Polish delegate introduced in the Security 
Council on April 17. 

It may be noted that the Department of 
State, in "screening" thje Spanish docu- 
ments so as to inflame American public 
opinion against Franco, let one of contrary 
purport slip through the mesh. This was 
a minuted conversation, dated December 
15, 1943, in which the German Ambassador 
to Spain criticized Franco for being pro- 
Ally and told him that this was "a very dan- 
gerous policy for Spain". Few, if any, Am- 
erican newspapers, however, picked out 
that part of this single document. 
IV 

It was less than two months ago, after 
bombling diplomacy had stumbled to the 
very edge of the abyss, that wise counsels in 
the Department of State forced a change 
from the previously pronounced subservi- 
ence to Stalin's policy. And it is no mere 
coincidence that Russian venom against the 
United States, now made clear in one form 
or another almost daily, began to be of- 
ficially sponsored with this change in our 
attitude. A CommuRist- Spain is very im- 
portant to Russia's long-range plans, and 
-for the United States to have blocked this 
on the verge of achievement is, in the eyes 
of Moscow, an unforgivable offense. 

Nevertheless, the Russian policy has been 
blocked, and largely by American action 
in the Security Council of UN. First of all, 
we joined in a refusal to pass the Polish 
Resolution, calling for immediate interven- 
tion in Spain. Instead, we backed the ap- 
pointment of a subcomittee which was un- 
able to define Franco as a threat to world 
peace; which found no evidence of atomic 
research in Spain; and which recommended 
passing the buck on the whole issue to the 
next meeting of the United Nations General 
Assembly, scheduled for September 3. 

It was at this point that Russian irritation 
bcame suspiciously intense, culminating in 
the disgraceful Security Council session of 
June 26, ironically enough the first anni- 
versary of the adoption of the San Francisco 
Charter. At this session, Delegate Gromyko 
invoked the veto power no less than three 
times, drawing from Australian Delegate 
Evatt the remark that clearly: "The veto 
will be exercised until the only pro- 
posal left is the proposal that Mr. Gromyko 
supports." 

That, however, is not quite the case. The 
Russians seemingly have cut off their nose 
to spite their face. Gromyko's wanton use 
of the veto has certainly proved that the 
United Nations is of dubious efficiency as 
compared with the discarded League of Na- 
tions. But it has also prevented, by Russia's 
own action, any forfnal international con- 
demnation of Franco which might have 
positive effect in unseating him. The whole 
episode, unfortunately, would seem to have 
strengthened this dictator's position. 

It is not the, Communist custom to re- 
gard no bread as better than half a loaf. So

the Peace Movement," having refused the

Samuel Lubin is given most of the credit 
for the bt-aih work in figurinje; out the plati'.for 
traiisformihg the chemistsi ni'achinists, skilled 
workmen^ and professional people of Germany 
into farmers. In this section, which, is not a 
farming section, each German family is,/ to 
have a small piece of ground to scratch out a 
liviiig. . The catch is, which Mr. Lubin prob- 
ably knew, thiat if the area was divided up 
among the population, a family would not get 
enough to < support a pair of rabbits. 

In Stalin's half of Germany is located the 
agricultural section. Millions of Germans es- 



) caping rape and murder by the Reds came into 
the Amierican Zone, giving us. rnbre to feed. 
Even in normal times the Germans could nof 
support themselves in this zone. These people 
always. depended upon the part now occupied 
by Russia for their food, as ,in the United 
States, the East depends upon the West. , 

Great Britain hte the zone, rich in industry; 
France received the rich Saar and Ruhr; Uncle 
. Sap pulled the short straw as usual, for our 
part of Germany has little resources. 

The Red politicians sent oVer to enforce the 
> Morgenthau Plan have been directing th^t the 
few factories which the Germans had for self- 
support be dismantled. They ordered that thfe 
machinery be given to Pal Joey arid hauled 
to Russia bn our lend-lease ^ft trucks* 

Out military men in Germany have beeti 
putting up strong objection tb the Wlat D^- 
partmentabout these politicians throwing their 
^ weight around bver there arid Crippling Ger- 
many. We have in operation this plan of de- 
spair and starvation operatiiig on the whole 
German race one year after, the war is ended, 
and we are told we are oply fighting Hitlerism. 

The Germans who still live are to be driven 
into Communism. In, the whole of Germany 
three million have already statved and four 
million have been carried off to Russia as 
slaves, while thousands commit suicide, 
. With one hand we operate the Morgenthau 
plan of starvation and with thevo.ther we op- 
erate the Herbert Hoover plan of relieving 



hunger. Something like the Kill the Pigs and 
Plow Under the Corn program, and pay the 
farmers to not plant cotton and then pay them 
a subsidy to plant cotton. 

As the other nations watch our mtoipula- 
tions, what do they think we are trying to do 
—and do we know ourselves? 

We destroy all means of Germany support- 
ing themselves so they will be dependent on us 
for yea^s, then we carry on a campaign in our 
churches and papers to get hundreds of ship- 
loads of food to prevent starvation. Herbert 
Hoover covered practically the whole world 
in his trip, investigating hunger, visiting every 
country surrounding Germany, but what pres- 
sure on th6 White House prevented Hoover 
from going there? 

The Arniy thinks the . Morgenthau plan is 
insane, that we should build \ factories for 
Germ^ans to support themselves — Morgen- 
thau plan says tear them down. What power 
keeps it in action? Is this in cooperation with 
Stalin? Is the State Department working with 
or against the War Department? 

We do know that the UNRA did not try to 
prevent starvation in Germany— either under 
Herbert Lehman or the Big Hat. 

Lehman and Morgenthau are hostile to Her- 
bert Hoover's work md they both are now 
asking for strict rationing of the whole U. S. 

A bigger O.P. A. with more jobs for 
Russia Firsters; 

There is no reason why we cannot ^^rite our 
Congressman and ask which of these plans 
is to prevail in Germany.

THE HISTORY OF COMVIUNISM 
IN RUSSIA 



by Georgre Nelson 

, Since so little is known about Russia 
before the revolution by Americans in gen- 
eral, and since it .is of such great importance 
that Americans learn exactly how the Rus- 
sians were conquered by the Red revolu- 
tionists, we give here a brief general history 
of Communism in Russia. 

This practical historical observation will 
indicate the similarity of fundamental plans, 
employed here in America now to~ oveV- 
throw our government. 

Over a thousand years ago there existed 
In northern Russia a wtonderfiil republic 
known as NOVGOROD. It was governed 
by a congress elected by the people which 
in turn elected its chief or "POSADNIK". 
For centuries this republic prospered until 
the Mongolian taj-tar, "GENGHIS KHAN", 
with his mighty armies, conquered and sub- 
jected Russia to horrible slavery for about 
three hundred years. It was not until the 
reign of Catherine II in 1783 that the last 
tartar was disposed. 

Russian history indicates that prior to 
the tartar invasion, the Russians were thrifty, 
hard-working, law-abiding persons. After 
this infiltration of alien blood there was a 
strong tendency for many of the Russian 
people to live after the pattern of their con- 
querors. Non-productive, plundering, no- 
madic lives were now led by many Russians 
with one tribe continually plundering or re- 
taliating against the invaders, with few or 
no permanent settlements or no agricultural 
production. . 

. This continued until BORIS 
GODUNOFF of the RURIK dynasty be- 
came convinced that there could be no pro- 
gress or cohesion in his empire unless this 
disruptive custom was abolished. He there- 
fore enacted laws forbidding the migration 
of peasants from the _ estates where they 
were employed. Efforts to enforce these 
laws failed .because inadequate penalties 
were provided. Determined, however, God- 
unoff then enacted another law which gave 
the right to alV noblemen who were wealthy 
land owners to hold in bondage all peasants 
employed by him or even those uneniployed 
or unattached to any estate. 

Thus serfdom or slavery. was established 
in Russia. By the year 1858 almost half 
the population in Russia was serts. 

Communism made ' its first serious dis- 
turbance in Russia when a band of conspir-

(Continued from first page) 
ators followed the pattern of the French 
Revolution by inciting a group of people 
with the idea that they could gain more 
liberty and social equality by killing their 
Gzar, government officials, wealthy citizens 
and church leaders. Then in November 
1825 some five thousand revolutionists at- 
tacked the winter palace. These were de- 
feated with much slaughter, but these rev- 
olutionary ideas and theories continued, to 
be propagated by secret international, groups 
who established funds- and printing plants 
in London, Paris, and Geneva. Alexander 
HERZEN was a leader of ^ne of these 
'groups. ^^ 

These revolutionary societies made little ' 
progress until in February 19, 1861, the 
emperor decided to free the Russian serfs 
or slaves. On that date the emperor issud 
the emancipation proclamation. 

We in America know the violent reaction 
to President Lincoln's "Emancipation Pro- 
clamation" and the bloody Civil War that 
followed in America. It is therefore easy 
to understand the violent anti-czar and anti- 
. government feeling* many wealthy nobles 
had since they were deprived^ of a great part 
of their income in this social upheaval. At 
this time many of the wealthy nobles and 
their sons become revolutionists to have 
revenge upon the Czar and government 
for interfering with their source of income. 

From this time on the revolutionists .be- 
came a serious problem for the Russian 
government and later many officials were 
assassinated, including the - Czar " Alexander 
II on March 1, 1881, by the revolutionists^ 
The conspirators, then as now, used the 
organize, disorganize, reorganize plan of 
action. - 

First they organized, themselves by the 
aid of international secret, revolutionary so- 
cieties and international funds. They gained 
great strength and loyalty by generating a 
persecution against themselves. Their cry 
then, as now, was, "WE ARE BEING PER- 
SECUTED, THEREFORE WE MUST 
STICK TOGETHER". ^Iso, "WE ARE 
FOR LIBERTY AND EQUALITY FOR 
LABOR; THAT IS -WHY WE ARE BEING 
PERSECUTED". It is easy to see how gul- 
lible people from all ranks of life rush to 
aid these impostors. 

Second, the conspirators disorganized by 
inducing the people to practice false, un- 
workable, ideas and theories. To divide, and 
corrupt, anything that would cause, the 
people to separate and ruin themselves, was 
the method. taught to the dreamy, gullible 
people. 

Next, they reorganized finally by inflict- 
ing slavery unparalelled in history upon the^ 
people. Thus the people did not get the 
liberty and equality they were promised, but 
only a change of masters, the latter far more 
severe than the former, as the abolition of 
private property does not prevent the ex- 
ploitation of. man by man, but on the other 
hand, only increases it. 

Y he fact that the majority of the people 
were gullible and disloyal made the work 



of the revolutionists much easier in Russia. 
Many people would sacrifice the welfare 
of the others for their own personal gain; 
Drunkeness was one of the worst vices and 
immorality likewise was comrnjon \arhohg 
the ^wealthy. The final result was that few 
coutd be trusted or depended upon to do 
anything except that which satisfied their 
own shallow greed or vices.- In 1905 there 
was an unsuccessful revolution in Russia. 

Finally, in 1917, after the World War I, 
revolutionaries from all over the world-^ 
from Berlin, Paris, London, New York, 
Geneva-^poured into Russia with finances 
coming in from all over the world, and they 
inflicted the Red slavery in Russia. Without 
the help of certain wealthy international 
financiers, the Russian revolution would 
have surely failed. Such is the brief history 
of Russian Communism. . ^ 

Of course, it must be remerhbered Jhat 
there are two distinct types of Communists 
— -the idealist and the opportunist. The 
idealist is one who is fooled into thinking 
that Communism will work for the best in- 
terest of the people. The opportunist is the 
one who runs Communism as a business 
and who knows that it can only mean tyran- 
ny and slavery for the people. 

Let us illustrate more clearly what is 
meant by the term "false ideas". Fof ex- 
ample, when a- man takes out Qf his med- 
icine cabinet a bottle of poison, mistaking 
it for cough medicine, and takes a drink 
of it, he is granting rights to a false idea 
or an unworkable theory. Of course, only 
trouble results when, he does this, simply 
because he violates laws of nature.' 

-Likewise, when the man who grants 
rights to the idea that men will gain more 
equality and liberty when the government 
owns all private^roperty, and when the 
Communist politicians are the only and 
all powerful possessors of the government, 
can only expect trouble because wherever 
these unworkable theories have been put 
into practice much less liberty and much 
less equality were to be had by the majority 
pf people. 

The Russian people were not trained to 
oppose Communism, whereas the Commun- 
ist had hundreds of schools and enormous 
sums of money received from certain inter- 
national financiers from all parts jof the 
world. These financiers stand to lose no- 
thing but to benefit by Communism. 

Likewise, the American people are not 
trained today to oppose Communism, but 
actually are deluded into Jiolerating it by 
the, radio, press and movies. By keeping 
^ the people in "continual pursuit" of shal- 
low pleasures. Those devices prevent the 
people from getting^ a clear view of what 
is really going on in the world or how they 
are slowly but surely being enchained.^ 

Just as surely as the sun rises and sets, 
so, also, is this Red slavery coming to Am- 
erica, because it might be an unpleasant 
fact, but it still is a fact, that the majority 
of the Americans are out to have a good 
time, to mind their own business, and to 
look for themselves. Therefore they don't

Neither 
the Churciiills, the Roosevelts nor their 
socialist and "labor" lackeys can stop it. 
In Englapd the social fascist Clement Attlee 
is often the guest of the fascist L'ady Astor. 
Make your own deductions, comrades! 

The seeming struggle between Churchill 
and the Labor opposition, according to Yu- 
din, is therefore just shadow boxing. Both 
groups are working together to hold down 
the proletariat and both are ready to sing 
God Save the King. ' 

"As for their attitude to Russia," he 
declares, "the Laborite leaders love us 
about as much as ..we^ love Hitler." 

The quip draws laughter and scattered^ 
applause.

JOHN L. LEWIS 



John L. Lewis, President of the United Mine 
Works of .America and former head of the 
C. I. O., said in a published interview in New 
York on February 29, 1944: * 'The Commun- 
ists dominate the C.I. O. today. Philip Murray 
is today the prisoner of the Communists in his 
own union. They control him through their 
seats on his Executive Committee and there 
isn't a blessed thing he can do about it. Sidney 
Hillm^ln^ is just as badly off. Both of them 
have to play ball with the Communists now 
or die. Communism has an anti-national and 
basically an anti-economic quality. It does not 
care for history or the experience of hurhanity 
for the freedom or the dignity of man. And 
the last thing on earth in which the American 
Communists are interested is- the American 
way of life." - 



To anyone studying dispassionately the so- 
called Spanish problem, it is a curious thing 
to observe that the more" efforts Spain makes 
to demonstrate her goodwill towards the Un- 
ited Nations, and especially towards the United 
States, the more pressure is exerted upon her 
and the more warnings she receives. It seems 
that one of the grounds on which it is sought 
to justify this course of action is the allegation 
that the Spanish Government aided the Axis 
powers. 

Generally, it can be established that any 
Spanish action apparently favlorable to the 
Axis powers, was taken under pressure and 
in self-defense, in order to prevent an Axis 
invasion which would have ruined Spain 
and caused incalculable injury to the Allied 
cause. On the other hand, action taken 
favorable to the United Na^tions -was prompted 
by a friendly feeling towards them. 

The late President Roosevelt ih his letter 
to Generalissiriio Franco in November, 1942, 
fully assured Spain that she had "nothing to 
fear from the United Nations" and also said : 

"It is because your nation and mine are 
friends in the best sense of the word and be- 
cause you and I are sincerely desirous of the 
continuation of that friendship for our mutual 
good that T want very simply to tell you of the 
Compelling reasons that have forced me to ^ 
send a powerful American military force to the 
assistance of the French possessions in North 
Africa." 

And Mr. Churchill, in his- speech of May 24, 
1 944, in the House of Commons, stated that 
"there is no doubt that if Spain had yielded to 
German blandishment and pressure, our bur- 
den would have been much heavier. The 
Straits of Gibraltar would have been closed 
. and all access to the Mediterranean would have 
been cut off from the west, and the Spanish 
coasts would have, become a nesting" place for 
German U-bo^ts. . : . I shall always consider 
it a service rendered by Spain, not only to the 
United Kingdom arid the British Empire and 
Commonwealth, but to the cause of the Un- 
ited Nations. : . . I am here today to speak kind- 
ly words about Spain. Let me add this hope, 
that, she will be a strong influence for the peace 
of the Mediterranean after the war. . ; .The. 
internal political arrangements in Spain are 
a matter for Spaniards themselves. It is riot 
for us to meddle iri these affairs as a govern- 
ment."

The Soviet Union likewise removed into Soviet 
Union territory this addition to its war-making 
potential, 'lock, stock and barrel." The German 
and Japanese industrial war machines had sup- 
plied the military potential for two nations with 
populations totalling almost two hundred million 
people. And in spit« of what may he said to tlie 
contrary, the industrial war machine of the So- 
viet Union had also given a verj' good account of 
itself before outside sources of assistance became 
available subsequent to holding Hitler at bay 
before Moscow and Stalingrad. 

The United States could ignore this "arsenal 
of aggression'* if the United ' States had a mo- 
nopoly of the atom-bomb.

On 
the other hand, the Soviet Union after V-J Day 
Sii 1945 did not interrupt its war-time production 
Lt ^alJnnt^Based its already 
llarge production by additional labor from its 
2©,000,000 returned' soldiers, 6,000,000 prisoners 
-»f war, and slave-labor of 15,000,000 political 
prisoners. 

As an index of the tremendous handicap 
which this nation must hasten to overcome, the 
following illustration offers a concrete exam.ple. 
Of the 100,000,000 ton annual steel production 
Sn the United States, aboat 2% or 2,000,000 tons, 
have been going hito the manufacture of war 
equi^n'ent, and of this production a substantial 
portion has been given away for many years to 
©ther nataons.' Of the 24,000,000 tons of steel 
produced annually in the Soviet Union, more 
than 45% or 10,800,000 tons, have been going 
Snto the manufacture of miUtary equipment for 
the Soviet Union, according to latest surveys. 

The Soviet Union also -utilizes for its mili- 
tary program, practically the entire substantial 
steel production of Poland, Czechoslavakia, Hun- 
gary, Roumania, and all its satellites, including 
China. The Skoda Steel Works in Pilsen, Czecho- 
»^lavakia, is one of the world's largest manu- 
facturers of the.iiiost up-to-the-minute ordinance 
and other military equipment, without equal any- 
where. The Soviet Union this^week ordered the 
Skoda Steel Works to go on a 24-hours a day 
production schedille. The United States has no 
■outside source from which ,it can obtain addi- 
tional supplies of steel. It has also become very 
>(i>bvious recently that this sanie condition exists 
iiis the United States with respect to its stock- 
piles of tiny rubber, manganese, chrome, tong- 
feften, wool and many other raw materials vitally 
essential for successfully conducting modern 
warfare. Tlie Soviet Union is bulging with its 
•stockpiles of these same materials. 

Tlie Soviet Union now has 4^500,000 'men 
iDnder arms. There are available for immediate 
mobilization, an additional 20,000,000 fully 
trained men with combat experience or the 
ttquivalent. These figures do not include China. 
The Soviet Union Air Force_has between 40,000 
find 50,000 latest type planes including the most 
Bnodern long-range bombers and most effective 
ftactical fighters to support ground forces. The 
Boviet Union is now manufacturing the most up- 
b-date planes at the rate of 40,000 to 50,000 
ft year. The Soviet Union has at least 350 sub- 
iriiarines and will have 500 by 1952. These, sub- 
imarines are of the latest types, can travel under 
T/5/ater at high-speed, cannot be detected with 



radar, can remain under water indefinitely, and 
are constructed to fire long-range radio-guided 
missies with atom-bomb war heads. The Soviet 
Union has 50,000 tanks of the most modern 
types. United States Army ordinance experts 
admit that Soviet Union tanks have ho equal in 
the world. These facts are taken from the latest 
figures available to the intelUgence divisions oi 
the Department of Defense and are regarded by 
them as reliable and accurate. 

The United States thus finds itself today 
with reserves of military equipment which are 
dwarfed by comparison with the gigantic re- 
serves of comparable military equipment accumu^ 
lated by the Soviet Union during the five years 
since the end of World War II. 

The tyranny exercised by^the Soviet Union 
over its "workers" is the reason why duplicates 
of American machine-tools in the Soviet Union 
are turning out, around the clock, at least ten 
times as much as the identical machine-tools 
operating in Detroit, in Cleveland, or in factories 
anywhere In the United States. In the Soviet 
Union there are no labor unions to dictate to 
the worker limitations upon the production of 
machine-tools. There are no labor imions m the 
Soviet Union to tell the worker how little he is 
to produce on the machine-tool which he ope- 
rates, "OR EI.SE." 

For the reason above stated there is no valid 
basis for making a comparison between the pre- 
sent industrial output of the Soviet Union, in- 
cluding the German and Japanese industrial war- 
machines, with the industrial output of the 
United States in comparable fields. There is no 
way to estimate the present production of the 
Soviet Union war-making, potential. In this con- 
nection the American Federation of Labor has 
submitted affidavits to Washingto describing the 
condition under which 20,000'000 political pris- 
oners work as slave-labor battalions. The addi- 
tional slave-labor of political prisoners of the" 
Soviet Union satellites, including China, consider- 
ably increases the production potential of the 
Soviet Union industrial war-machine.

Union had 
the benefit of work done on nuclear fisson in its 
own country, and in other countries where Soviet 
Union spies had infiltrated into nuclear fisson 
projects. Convictions in the United States, Eng- 
land and Canada confirm these treasonous acts. 
In addition to a number of experimental atom- 
bomb explosions in the Soviet Union since the 
summer of 1949, the Soviet Union is reported to 
have exploded an atom-bomb of very advanced 
type, beUevd by competent authorities to have 
been an H-bomb, the so-called Hydrogen Bomb, 
which possesses a destructive power exceeding 
a thousand atom-bombs of the type. dropped on 
Hiroshima. Success in this field by the Soviet 
Union, ahead of the United States, is the result 
of the theft by Soviet Union spies of the secret 
scientific discoveries made by the United States 
in connection with its own development of the 
H-bomb, or the so-called Hydrogen Bomb. 

The Soviet Union has developed two special 
planes with Avhich they hope to deliver their 
atom-bombs to their targets in the United States. 
The new_ FE 16 X has four jet turbine motors 
incorporating all the latest features to be found 
in the improved Rolls Royce jet turbines which 
England has been delivering to the Soviet Union, 
with complete specifications for their manufac- 
ture. The new IL 24 X is a fast bomber which 
carries another plane, the DFS 83 46, a rocket 
monoplane in which the atom-bomb is carried 
and delivered. The rocket mionoplane separates 
from its mother-ship and proceeds by itself to 
its target. Both of these aircraft are now in pro- 
duction under the direction of General Savitsky 
in large, modern, concealed underground au'craft 
factories, situated between the Volga and the 
Urals. By the grace of American scientific dis- 
covery of atom-bomb secrets and the British 
specifications for manufacturing the Rolls Royce 
jet turbines, the Soviet Union at this moment is 
in a position to carry out a full-scale atom-blitz 
apon tlm nation. No defense against such an at- 
tack has been developed so far by any nation.

In ancient Rome according to definitions in 
leading dictionaries, ''proletariat" of the Roman 
Empire was "the class of the community re-5 
garded as contributing nothing to the State but 
off-spfing." Marxists base their appeal upon 
the literal meaning of the word. Marxism mea- 
sures the usefulness of a Marxist by off -spring he 
contributes to the State. That Marxist doctrine 
is responsible for the fact that, according to re- 
liable actuarial calculations, the population' of the 
Soviet Union will reach 600,000,000 by the year

KARL MARX NOT NORMAL 

Leopold Schwarxchild, in 'The Red Prussian", the 
g;reatest Karl Marx b iogfa j »i v yr-y > ove5 him insane 

Marxism is the spirit of world-revolution to 
create a universal society in which mankind must 
submit to the acceptance of the way of life born 
in the brain of demented Karl Marx. Marxist 
organizations translate this revolutionary con- 
cept into dynamic reality by their barbaric bru- 
tality. "Commxmism" is but one phase of Marx- 
ism-in-action. "Bolshevism" is another phase of 
Marxism-in-action. "Fabianism" is a cleverly .dis- 
guised . phase of Marxism-in-action. "Socialism" 
is a well-camouflaged phase of Marxism-in-action. 
"Liberalism" is the sugar-coated phase of Marx- 
ism-in-action. They are the apparatus of Marx- 
ism-in-action. "Marxism-in-action varies only in 
form and structure.

Karl Marx was born in 1818 and died in 
1883.

At this early age he already advocated the revo- 
lutionary ideologies which are today associated 
with his name. Wliat is there in the teachings 
of Karl Marx which makes Marxism so danger- 
ous to humanity? What are the implications of 
Marxism? What effect will be produced by the 
impact of Rlarxism upon civilization? How will 
Marxism affect the American heritage? 

Marxism teaches the fundamental belief in 
world-wide "dictatorship of the proletariat" and 
"classless society." Marxism abolishes govern- j 
ment by popular choice. Marxist ''dictatorship of 
the proletariat" does not countenance free choice 
by the people of the government under which 
they exist. Marxist "dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat" precludes government "by the consent 
of the governed.'* Marxist ^'dictatorship of the 
proletariat" prohibits political equality.

Marxism demands that the "proletariat se- 
gregate itself from all other classes to fight 
them." Marxism is responsible for class wars 
which are disrupting the peace of the world, ar- 
resting the progress of social reforms arid squan- 
dering human and material resources of the 
world upon preparations for .war. Marxism calls 
upon the "proletariat" to wage their fight against 
all other classes to the bitter end. Marxists re-- 
fer to this policy as "fragmentation of the popu- 
lation." Marxists split nations into the greatest 
possilbe nimiber of ...''fragments.'* The more 
numerous these "fragments.** the more success- 
fully Marxists can infiltrate and dominate them. 

Marxism preaches and practices that "demo- 
cracy is unrealistic so long as the machinery 
of the government and "all the means of pro- 
duction" are not the exclusive possession of the

as industrial means of production as of today.

Marxists are taught that a successful revo-

ton. If a mistake is made, Marxists retrace their 
steps and try again later. The planning and the 
preparations are' permitted to vary according; to 
the necessities of local conditions. " The aims and 
the purposes are never permitted any deviation 
or compromise. 

Marxists are taught ' that successful re- 
volution is onlv possible as the result of careful 
preparation. Preparations for what is takinj^ 
place in the world today go back at least fifty 
years, and possiblv loneer. What is now taking 
place in the world is not the soontaneous ex- 
pression of extemporaneous political, social, or 
economic discontent. 

The Yiddish Marxist, high-priests lounging 
in luxury in Mo.scow and New York do not appear 
to be interested in creating anything resembling 
I'realistic democracy" for the "nroletarat" which 
exists under Marxist regimes.

MARX POLITICAL PERVERT 

Marxism nullifies every political right which

Marxism teaches that "government is merely 
the ins'trument of class oppression." Marxists 
urge the "proletariat" to seize power and to use ' 
this power to destroy the class-structure "t>f so- 
ciety. Once the Marxists have reduced all classes 
of society to the status of "proletariat," the "pro- 
letariat" ceases to be the "proletariat."

Of equal importance with the Marxist doc- 
trine "dictatorship of the proletariat" is the 
Marxist "classless society" dogma. Marxists 
preach and practice that a "classless society" 
must be the ultimate aim of "dictatorship of the 
proletariat." Marxism teaches that the "prole- 
tariat" must crush out the opposition of all other 
social, classes by destroying them. Marxists are 
instructed how to obliterate the political, social 
and economic systems of the defeated regime to 
aid In the extermination of all other social classes. 
Marxism teaches that "revolution is lyar." Only 
the methods of warfare should be adopted in 
waging war upon other social classes. War must 
bo waged until all other social classes surrender 
unconditionally on terms dictated by the "prole- 
tariat.'* The Marxist version of "unconditional 
surrender." God help us! 

Trotsky, a leading apostle of Marxism, 
stated, "THE ENEMY MUST BE MADE HARM- 
LESS AND THIS MEANS HE MUST BE DE- 
STROYED." Trotsky proved how well he had 
learned this lesson at his first opportunity. Trot- 
sky was at the head of the revolutionary forces 
in Russia in 1917 when they massacred between 
25,000,000 and 30,000,000 middle and upper class 
Russians for no other reason than they were 
not members of the "proletariat."

Marx taught his followers that human c.Q»T,?;ifiera- 
tions must play no part in depJAng with their 
fS^^i|^^bg^^*|^^^^3r^,5A- display of human 
qualities encourages opposition and mvites resists 
ance. 

Marx taught his followers that only violence 
could win their revolution and that only ''dicta- 
torship of the proletariat" could guaranty its 
permanence. Any means to this end was justi- 
fied, Marx impressed his disciples, because the 
"dictatorship of the proletariat" was the trustee 
of the world-revolution which was to be the ful- 
filment of the mission to which the "proletariat" 
was historically called. 

MARXISTS KILL REFORMS 

Marxists only pay lip-service to reforms but 
sabotage them and fight them if they succeed 

Marx instructed his followers to join reform 
movements and become active members of or- 
ganizations dedicated to reform. Marx ordered 
his followers' to join these organizations and enter 
upon this work with the determination to use 
every effort to make these reform movements 
fail. Marx instructed his followers that if reforin 
movements succeed in spite of Marxist sabotage 
that Marxists were to withdraw from them and 
fight them. Marx could not afford to have reform 
movements succeed and improve the living con- 
ditions of the "proletariat." Conditions which 
existed among the "proletariat" in European 
coujitries were assets of infinite value to Marx 
as basic to the success of world-revolution. Marx 
demanded that his followers sabotage social re- 
forms and social progress. Social reforms and 
social progress deprived Marxists of the inflam- 
matory propaganda necessary, to incite world- 
revolution. 

Marx prohibited adoption of any of the in- 
s'itutions most sought after by western Europe 
rjider threat of the most severe penalties. For 
centuries the western European nations had been 
striving for personal freedom, government by 
law, control of the Executive by the Judiciary, 
government by secret popular ballot, and govern- 
ment by the consent of the governed. Marx 
branded such beliefs as heresies. 

MARX SOCIAL DEGENERATE 

Marxism destroys the middle and upper classes 
reducing society to level of the lowest class 

Marx regarded religion as "an instrument 
of capital." Marx taught that religion served 
no purpose other than an opiate with which to 
drug "proletariat.** Marx concentrated his initial 
efforts to destroy Influence of religion wherever 



it existed. Marxists make Christianity their 
Enemy No. 1 wherever they exert influence or 
authority. Marxists are aware that as long as 
Christianity survives Marxism cannot fulfil its 
"historic mission." Marxists are instructed that 
they must erase Chrstianity from the face of 
the earth as quickly as possible. Marxism can- 
not survive in a climate where Christianity 
flourishes, Marxists advocate acts of sacrilege 
against all domains sacred to Christianity as 
strategy essential to the success of Marxism. 

Marx attributed no value at all to the claim 
of the individual to personal freedom and per- 
sonal liberties. Marx would not recognize any 
right of a human being to equal political suf- 
frage. Marx taught that violence against hu- 
manity was sanctified by the uses to which Marx 
asked his followers to put it. Marx relied for the 
success of world revolution upon his belief that 
if a human being is exposed to prolonged violence 
for a sufficiently long period that brutality will 
give bii?th to acceptance of the most repugnant 
principles. Marx preached "fraternity is the 
outcome of violence." 

The totalitarian tyranny of Marxist "dicta- 
torship of the proletariat" has never been 
paralleled in all the recorded history of mankind. 
Marxist "dictatorship of the proletariat" seeks to 
repeal the God-given right of the individual to 
"life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.** 
Marxist ."dictatorship of the proletariat" tran- 



Marxsts withdrew. They formed their separate 
Marxist organization. The Jfiddish Marxist or- 
ganizaton formed at that time became the ruling 
body of all Marxist organizations which have 
been since formed all over the world. On this 
point the Encyclopedia Britannica has the follow- 
ing to say; 

"In 1897 was founded the BUND, the 
union of Jewish workers in Folahd and 
Lithuania , , , ' They engaged in revolu- 
tionary activity on a large scale and their 
energy made them the spearhead of the 
party." 

The Yiddish Marxists who had withdrawn 
from the GROUP FOR THE EMANCIPATION 
OF LABOR to form the BUND proceeded to or- 
ganize the BOLSHEVIST PARTY to take a more 
active part in Russian politics. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica summarizes the importance of the 
BOLSHEVIST PARTY in Hussian politics with 
these few but significant words, ' 

"The history of the Bolshevist party after 
the first revolution of 1917 is the history of 
Russia itself." 

Marxism demands that national, social, racial 
and spiritual loyalties be subordinated to alle- 
gience to th^ highest Marxist authority. The 
world is being conditioned to think in these 
terms. In the United States the people are al- 
ready being asked to fly only the flag of United 
Nations on a certain day in October. They are 
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benefit of the govern- 
ment, not that the government is created for the 
benefit of the people. 

Marxists use words to conceal their ideas 
and not to express them.

Marxists use ^ch. wo:(^f?,^_,\ti com- 
plete contradiction to their, generally accepted 
definitiorS.Tliiafxist world-wide propaganda ma- 
<l^*xnes have been blasting the United States for its 
"aggression" in Korea. Marxist world-wide pro- 
paganda machines refer to the "liberation" of 
nations which M^o^Ji^e literally en^aved. 
"Peoples Democracies" and "Peoples Republics" 
neither are governments in which the ''People'* 
have anything at all to say nor are they "Dem- 
ocracies" or "Republics" even by the wildest 
stretch of the imagination based upon the most 
liberal definition of these words. 

"HISTORIC MISSION" MYTH 

Marxist obsession calls it "historic mission" 
to incite a "proletariat" world-revolution 

Marxists are instructed that unrelenting 
class-warfare is the only means by which the 
"proletariat" can expect to fulfill their "historic 
mission" of world-revolution. Marxism lays down 
as fundamental the acceptance of the principle 
that it is the "historic mission" of Marxists to 
keep up this fight until they have totally destroy- 
ed social systems based upon political equality 
and free enterprise. 

To Marxists, Marxism is more than just an- 
other political, social or economic . philosophy. 
To its followers, Marxism is a cult, a creed, a 
religion! Marxism signifies the acceptance of the 
teachings of Karl Marx as the pattern upon 
which humanity must forevermore conform its 
existence. Marxists believe that it is their "his- 
torc mission" to impose Marxism upon all man- 
kind. Marxism advocates the use of force and 
violence to accomulish its aims. Marxism plans 
a world revolution to hasten the realization of its 
"historic mission" at an early date. 

Yiddish Marxists can truthfully make the 
Claim that they are the creators of the com- 
munist (Marxist) world-revolution. In 1883 a 
small number of Yiddish persons established the 
first Marxist organization in Russia. After the 
death of Karl Marx several of his diciples joined 
forces to translate into action the political, social 
and economic philosphies advocated by him dur- 
ing his lifetime. The Marxist world-revolution 
was called "Bolshevism" when it was first or- 
ganized. The Encyclopedia Britannica is one of 
the great sources of reference for historic facts. 
Under the title "Bolshevism" the Encyclopedia 
Britannica states as follows; 

"The effective origin of Bolhevism may be 
traced back to the foundation, in 1883, to the 
GROUP FOR THE EMANCIPATION OF 
LABOR, by Plekhanov and Axelrod. The 
latter, deeply influenced by the doctrines of 
Marx . . . makes it legitimate to regard it as 
the first Marxian organization in Russda." 
Marxism did not make the rapid progress 
which its folowers had anticipated. The Yiddish

Marxism denies the right of individuals to own 
property which all passes, to the "proletariat" 

Marxism lays down the inflexible rule that 
"all the means of production" must become the 
property of the "dictatorship of the proletariat.'* 

This Marxist principle is unconditional. Marxists 
permit no compromise with this dogma. Private 
ownership of property ceases. Marx taught his 
followers that they may be required to use force 
to maintain this status because the minds and 
hearts of men could not easily be won over to 
such a revolutionary status, or be changed 
quickly to accept it permanently, or peaceably ac- 
customed to this new state of affairs. Marxists 
are urged to resort to terorism when imposing 
this new economic order upon their victims to 
discourage any desires or attempts to revert to 
the former political, social, and economic status. 

Terrorism is employed by Marxists to destroy 
hope for a return to normalcy. The extent of tho 
horrors which populations have experienced are 
well known to those who are in direct contact 
with Marxist regimes. These facts are seldom,^ 
if ever, given prominence in the press or oven 
the radio. The confiscation of property by 
Marxists, could not be more brutal if it were 
caried out by the most primitive barbarians. In 
the days of Hitler it was different. When the 
Nazis committed acts which fade into insignific- 
ance when compared to Marxist, strategy the 
newspapers caried big headlines and radio com- 
mentators screamed the news over the radio 
networks. The motion picture industry turned 
out millions of feet of film exaggerating this 
situation. But today there appears to be a con- 
spiracy of silence regarding the confiscation of 
property by Marxist regimes. 

"Dictatorship of the proletariat" prohibits 
all elements in society except the "proletariat" 
from any voice in the government. Every class 
except the "proletariat" is deliberately excluded 
from participation in government matters^ For- 
mal democratic govenrment by secret popular 
ballot is replaced by administration of the com- 
munities by councils. These councils are called 
Soviets and are composed of the poorest laborers, 
farm workers and soldiers. The system of Soviets, 
or the systehi of administration by councils, is 
the only form of government in the Soviet Union. 
It exists from the Politburo at the, highest level 
of government down to the councils which ad- 
minister the smallest form-collectives. Marxists 
do not believe that any man is worthy enough

to govern other men. Therefore Marxists base 
their government machinery upon the principle 
of administration of communities by councils and 
not upon government by individuals. 

The first official acts of a Marxist regime 
constitute the confiscation of every industrial en- 
terprse, all the banks, all means of transportation 
and communication, and all land holdings. 
Marxists immediately nationalize wholesale com- 
merce and promptly make all foreign trade the 
monopoly of the Marxist regime. Marxist re- 
gimes take immediate and complete control of 
all the means for influencing public opinion, 
including newspapers, publshing houses, motion 
picture Industries and radio broadcasting. Ed- 
ucation mus^t be controlled by the "proletariat." 
In New York City recently eight school teachers 
were removed by the Board of Education. The 
trial of the first of the eight is taking place. To 
date it has been proven that he was the head of 
a Communist group in New York City for almost 
-twenty years while teaching school at the same 
time. 

Marxism also lays great emphasi^f upon the 
necessity to attract intelectual technicians as 
ajssociates. These groups are trained as directors 
for sabotage activity when Marxists strike. Al- 
most exery day newspapers in the United States 
feature news items relating to removal of in- 
structors from institutions of higher learning be- 
cause they are members of Marxist (Com- 
munist) groups. Several have confessed, and 
several have been convicted of playing important 
parts in the theft of atom-bomb scientific secret 
discoveries. In countries engaged in atom-bomb 
development Marxists (Communists) have held 
the highest positions and were proven to be 
Soviet Union spies. 

YIDDISH MARXIST PERIL 

Greafest danger arises from the fact that the 
Yiddish Marxists disguise themselves as "Jews'* 

Marx "conceived the revolution he was or- 
ganizing as a world revolution. Marx wanted the 
revolution in each country to be fasliiohed ac- 
cording to the same pattern. In keeping with this 
policy Marx believed it was basic to the ultimate 
success of world-revolution to establish a political 
party with bandies in every country of the world. 
This world-wide network of political parties was 
to be rigorously directed from the headquarters 
of the central political party, and the world- 
wide network of branch political parties were 
to be sternly disciplined by the central head- 
quarters. The world-wide network today of Com- 
munist Parties is the implementation of this 
basic Marxist doctrine considered by Marx so 
essental f or the success of world-revolution. The 
headquarters of the central Gommimlst Party 
is in Moscow. The Communist Party in the 
United States is a branch of the headquarters in 
Moscow. 

Antagonism to Marxist regimes by the more 
prosperous "proletariat" classes is sternly re- 
pressed by organizing the poorer "proletariat'* 
classes to do it. This method is employed by 
Marxists with equally successfully results in 
agricultural areas as well as in urban centers. The 
principle of class-struggle is not overlooked by 
Marxists at any level in the social structure. 

Marx taught his disciples, and Marxists to- 
day follow the principle that the most rapid, 
efficient and permanent results in abolishing the 
class structure of society are obtained by de- 
strojdng all except the "proletariat" 'V class. The 
destruction of all other social classes is the only 
method which satisfies all the conditions of 
Marxism.- 

SYNTHETIC "MINORITIES" 

*' Minority" discontent . is a synthetic product 
manufactured and marketed by Yiddish Marxists 

All Yiddish people are not Marxists (com- 
munists). All communists (Marxists) are not 
Yiddish. If that were the case it would over- 
simplify the situation. Yiddish Marxists realized 
from the very beginning that the success of the 
Marxist world-revolution demanded support by 
the mases. To obtain this support Yiddish 
Marxists offer communism (Marxism) to racial, 
religious, social, economic, and national "minori- 
ties" as. the solution for their respective problems. 
Communism (Marxism) Is offered to "minorities'* 
as the only remedy which can corect the condi- 
tions which produce their dissatisfaction and dis- 
content. These "minorities" have never actually 



had a genuine interest in the Marxist world- 
revolution. They have never known what 
Marxism actually means, These "minorities" seek 
to obtain from society correction of the condi- 
tions which they allege should not be allowed to 
exist. That is their primary interest in Marxism. 

Each "minority" is primarily interested in 
its own problems. Yiddish Marxists offer a Utopia 
to each of these "minorities." Yiddish Marxist 
propaganda machines work overtime to inflate 
the dissatisfaction and discontent of "minorities" 
out of all proportions to the importance which 
they justify upon their intrinsic merits. Many 
"minorities" are today valuable allies of Com- 
muist Parties because their extremist leaders 
have accepted the leadership of Yiddish Marxists. 
Based upon this fact it is estimated that Marxists 
can count upon effective support from "minori- 
ties" representing about 40% of the total popl- 
lation of the United States. J. Edgar Hoover has 
•stated that there are only about 50,000 "card- 
carrying" members of the Communist Party in 
the United Sates with an aditional 500,000 who 
are active sympathizers. The fallacy of this rea- 
soning would require every good Christian to be 
a "card-carrying" Christian to be considered* a 
Christian.

Marx instructed his disciples that to. make 
progress with the world-revolution advantage 
must be taken of racal, religious, social, econo- 
mic, and national discontent wherever they exist. 
Marx taught that if they did not exist they must 
be created. Marx emphasized that a nation must 
be conditioned for world revolution by "frag- 
mentizing'' the population into its racial, reli- 
gious, social, economic and national "minorities." 
Marxists were instructed how to create ill-will 
among these "minorities" not alone towards each 
other but towards their government as well. 
Marx called for propaganda in this respect of the 
greatest intensity and always recommended that 
propaganda of this nature be employed to create 
or to intensify class-warfare to the Maximum. 

Marx cautioned that propaganda concerning 
class conflict between "minorities" must never 
seek to solve their Mv>blems. Marxists must 
utilize every opportunity to inteinsify and ag- 
gravate class war-fare. In the United States today 
"class-war-fare" amongst "minorities" is con- 
ditioning this nation for a successful Marxist 
revolution. The tensions hcitweGn racial, . reli- 
gious, social, economic arid national' "minorities' 
which apear every day in the newspapers is the 
result of oganized effort by Marxist propaganda 
machines and Marxist agents secretly placed 
amongst these groups. These tensions did not 
exist in this country on a scale sufficient to worry 
about until greatly inflated by Marxists 
since their arrival in the United States in large 
numbers during the last fifty years.

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RULiS FOR RiVOLUTION 

Experience with revolutions for 100 years in 
^ European countries developed Marxist rules 

Marxism recognizes five basic rules for the 
creation of Marxist "dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat" and the Marxist "classless society." A study 
' of these five rules reveals that Marxist have al- 
ready made progress in creating in -the United 
States conditions conducive to success when they 
decide that the time has arrived to commence 
their revolution in this country. 

Firstly, Marxists believe that revolution 
must never be played with and that once, it has 
been started the revolution mi£St be carried out 
to the bitter end. Marxists adopt the policy of 
taking as many years as necessary to malce ade- 
quate preparations. Once started the revolution 
must not halt in its forward march for any re%^ 
son which proper preparation can prevent. Dur- 
ing the pjcriod of preparation Marxists infiltrate 
into strategic positions at the highest levels in 
the political, social, and economic structiires of 
intended victims. 

Secondly, Marxists instruct their followers 
that when the time for the revolution has been 
decided upon, Marxists must gather at selected 
places forces which outnumber their enemies. 
This is the blitz strategy of modern warfare ap- 
j^lied to revolutions. Marxists have successfully 
used this strategy. Marxists have developed blitz 
tactics to a fine art. To make Marxist blitz 
strategy more effective, Marxists neutralize po- 
tential resistence and opposition by obtaining con- 
trol, in advance of the revolution, of labor unions, 
/armers* organizations, s'tudent groups and the 
other large segments of the organized manpower 
of a nation. Possible resistence or opposition by 
government interference is neutralized by 
Marxist penetration into strategic positions at 
the highest levels in departments of the govern- 
ment dealing with defense, food, communications, 
transportation, and power production. 

Thirdly, Marxists are instructed that the 
offensive* is fundamental to success. It is im-

death to the insurrection." Terrorism of all forms 
is employed to reduce resistance and opposition 
to the absolute minimum. The history of Marxist 
regimes has been written with the blood of the 
classes which have resisted them. Once the re- 
volution is started Marxists keep the offensive. 
Adequate advance preparation overwhelms oppo- 
sition and discourages counter-revolution. 

Fourthly, Marxists are taught that the ele- 
ment of surprise is essential for success of the 
Marxist revolution. Marxists are taught to start 
their revolution when it is least expected. 
Marxists are taught to choose as the moment for 
the revolution a time when the forces of the 
government are scattered. The success of the 
Bolshevik revolution in Russia in 1917 illustrates 
this point. In 1917 it was possible for 60,000 
Marxists in Russia to take over a country of 150,- 
000,000 population covering a territory of about 
9,000,000 sq. miles. This can be repeated in 
the United States when the armed forces of the 
nation become scattered over Europe and Asia. 

Fifthly, Marxists are taught the necessity 
of powerful propaganda to keep the masses on 
Jhe Marxist side. Announcement of daily, even 
hourly successes, has a great effect in depressing 
enemies and discouraging resistance. Masses have 
the tendency to jump on the band-wagon of the 
winning side in revolutions. In the United States 
Marxists and their friends dominate newspapers, 
radio networks and other channels for coaxing 
public thinking. Marxists dominate the labor 
unions w^hich prepare the final material prior to 
in$?ertion in newspapers and prior to broadcasting 
over radio networks. This serious state of affairs 
was exposed very recently and is accepted as 
authentic by responsible authorities. 

Above all else,^ Marxists are instructed tliat 
^ supreme success is not possible without audacity. 
Before, during, and after Marxist regimes are 
established Marxists never fail to exhibit this 
basic Marxist characteristic. Marxists never lose 
an opportunity to display this major Marxist 
weapon. Marxists exhibit their audacity daily in 
United Nations. The statements of Marxists in 
United Nations shock the American public. With 
brazen audacity Marxists accuse their victims of 
the very crimes of which they are themselves 
the guilty parties. Marxist audacity is based upon 
the theory that the bigger the lie that is told 
^ and the more often it is repeated, the more cer- 
*►* tain that the world will accept these lies as 
truths. The "big lie" propaganda ti-ick made 
famous by Hitler w as borrowed by Hitler from 
the Marxists. 



WORD IS NOT COMMUNISM 

Marxists stole "communism" from the Communist 
Societies, religious cooperative enterprises 

"Communism" is a word greatly misunder- 
stood by the American people. "Communism'' 
is the word chosen by Yiddish Marxist propa- 
ganda machines to camouflage their control of 
the Marxist world-revolution. "Communism" is 
a word borrowed by Yiddish Marxist propa- 
ganda machines from the early English and 
American religious groups who organized them- 
selves into large cooperative settlements by which 
they hoped to develop substantial enterprises of 
many kinds to accumulate wealth for their mem- 
bers.

The selection of "Conununism" as a name 
for one phase of the Marxist world-revolution 
was to disguise its true character. Marxists. 
wisJfed to capitalize upon the high esteem in 
which "Communist Societies" were regarded at 
that time. The "Communist Societies" which ex- 
isted long before Marxism, and the "Communist 
Parties" of today have no moi^ in common than 
Heaven and Hell. They are as opposite as the 
North and the South Poles. The use today of 
the word "Communism" to describe Yiddish 
Marxist revolutionary activities is one of the 
greatest frauds ever perpetrated upon an unsus- 
pecting public in the history of the world. 

Every commiunist is a Marxist. Every 
Marxist is a conununist. The only difference be- 
tween a communist and a Marxist is in the 
spelling. Everywhere in the world today Com- 
munist Parties are the branches of the Soviet 
Union Communist Party. The Soviet Union Com- 
munist Party and the Communist Parties every- 
where in the world are the brain-children of 
Yiddish Marxists. Communist Parties are all of 
recent vintage. The Soviet Union Communist 
Party was organized by ths Tloteli^viki in Russia 
after the successful Yiddish Marxist revolution 
there in 1917. It was created to be used by Yid- 
dish Marxists in Russia to impose Marxist 
"dictatorship of the proletariat" and Marxist 
"classless society" upon the Russian people who 
survived the Bolsheviki masacre of 25,000,000 
middle and upper class Russians.

..Christian world as part of a so-called "Jewish 
! race." Yiddish Marxists have resorted to this 
I strategy for reasons explained elsewhere in this 
! issue. Yiddish Marxists have even gone so far 
I as to brag that their accomplishments are "Jew- 
i ish" accomplishments. For Yiddish Marxists to 
I label their revolution in Russia in 1917 a "Jew- 
j ish" accomplishment is the equivalent of Hitler 
I and Musolini caling their recent political adven- 
tures "Christian" projects. If Hitler had called 
i upon all Protestants and Mussolini had called 
I upon all Catholics of the world to support their 
I political adventures, , and had they received it, 
they might have succeeded. -The Christians of 
other nations would have felt certain tliat Hitler 
and Mussolini were crazy to ask support from 
them as members of a "Christian race." 

Yiddist Marxists have succeeded where Hit- 
ler and MussoUtti failed. Yiddish Marxists have 
been able to make the Christian world believe 
that Yiddish Marxists speak for a so-called "Jew- 
ish race." Yiddish Marxists have convinced Chris- 
tians that persons of all nationalities and of all 
races who profess Judaism as their religious be- 
lief are members of a so-called "Jewish race." 
Yiddish Marxist propaganda machines have been 
able to make Christians accept as the truth the 
falsity that every "Jew" is a member of a "Jew- 
ish race." Christians do not believe a "Jew" is 
; a "Jew" in the same sense they a - believe a 
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"Moslem." A human being can only be a "Jew", ' 
"Christian" or "Moslem" in the sense that they 
are members of the religious groups associated 
with Judaism, Christianity or Islam. The in- 
vention of the word "Jew" in the 17th Century is 
responsible for quite a little confusion. The inter- 
pretation placed upon the word by Yiddish 
Marxist propaganda machines is completely in- 
correct and very misleading. 

What Yiddish Marxists are seeking to ac- 
complish is very evident. They want Christians 
to regard the Yiddish Marxist world-revolution 
as a project of the "Jewish race" or "Jews." 
Yiddish Marxists • want uninformed Christians 
to give undue credit to "Jews" for the Yiddish 
Marxist world-revolution. Yiddish Marxists have 
made all persons who profess Judaism as their 
religious belief their captiy^. Yiddish Marxists 
want Christians to hold "Jews" responsible for 
their world-revolution project. This incorrect 
understanding of the situation by Christians 
drives into the ranks of Yiddish Marxists many 
persons who simply profess Judaism as their 
religious belief. The appeal by Yiddish Marxists 
to their co-religionists for mutual-defense against 
Christians adds great strength to the Yiddish 
Marxist world-revolution. Persons who profess ■ 
Judaism as their form for the worship of God 
are not any more responsible for the world-revo- 
lution of their co-religionists than non-German 
Protestants of the world are responsible for the 
political acts of Hitler's Nazis or the non-ItaHan 
Catiiolics of the world are responsible for the 
political acte of Mussolini's Fascists. 

As an ilustration of the extent to which Yid- , 
dish Marxists have gone to identify the Marxist 
worldr-revolution as thie work of "Jews," and a 
"Jewish" accomplishment, it is only necessary to . 
refer to The American Hebrew of September 20, 
1920. This old, and respected publication passed 
into the control of Yiddish Marxists in recent 
years and they have used it as an important part 
of their propaganda machine. In the issue of 
September 20, 1920 of The American Hebrew,.. 
the following appears with reference to the Yid- 
dish Marxist revolution in Russia in 1917 which^ 
was hitting on all eight cylnders at that time: 

"The Bolshevist Revolution in Russia was 
the work of Jewish Brains of Jewish dissatis- 
faction, of Jewish planning, whose goal is to 
create a new order in the world. What was 
performed in so excellent a way in Russia, 
thanks to Jewish brains, and because of Jew- 
ish disatisfaction, and by Jewish planning, 
shall also through the same mental and 
physical forces, become a reality all over 
the world." 

It is not clear what Yiddish Marxists mean 
by "Jewish brains." Do they mean the brains of 
the Asiatic Turki-Finn Mongoloid Khazars'who 
were their ancestors? What do Yiddish Marxists 
mean by "Jewish dissatisfaction." Do they mean 
the irritation caused by resistance of Christian 
populations to their campaign for world domina- 
tion?

The formal religous worship referred to 
in modern times as Judaism has its origin in >the 
ancient temple-worship of Yaweh.

.;\nglicized modern name given to Yaweh. Yaweh 
was the first conception of an all-powerful, in- 
visible Deity who ruled over all the physical 
Gods. The belief in Yaweh (Jehovah) is the 
niicleus of all monotheism. Judaism, Christianity 
and Islam are all based upon this monbtheism. 
. Documentary proof exists that Yaweh (Je- 
hovah) was a njonotheistic diety worshipped by 
the nineteen Semite nations extending from Per^ 
sia to Egypt.

JEW. JEWISH & JUDAISM 

Modern Anglicized versions of ancient Semitic 
words which have lost their original meanings 

After the death of Moses the desert-dwelling 

Egyptian exiles invaded neighboring Canaan 
under the leadership of Joshua, successor to 
Moses. The desert-dwelling Egyptian exiles who 
invaded Canaan are known to history as "He- 
brews." The Canaanites called th© invaders off 
their land "ibrai," or "Hebrews." "Ibrai" is a 
Semitic word meaning "oyer on the *>*^| |JC|fiMf, 
of the riverT^The Anglicized form of "Ibrai ' Es 
Hebrew. The Egyptians invaded Canaan from 
over on the other side of the river" Jordan. 
Canaan was located to the- west of the Jordan 
and the invading desert- dwelhig, former Egyp- 
tians were located to the east of the Jordan. 

The word "Hebrew" is a word which originally 
had a geographic significance. The word "He- 
brew" did not have a religious, racial, or national 
significance. The use of the word "Hebrew" to 
designate a race, a religion or a nation is incor- 
rect. Propaganda has given the word a ouasi- 
religious implication which is incorrect. 

The desert-dwelling Egyptian conquerors under 
Joshua divided into several small separate nations 
after their conquest of Canaan and appear in 
Bible history imder various names. Among the 
nations established by these so-called Hebrews 
in this small area the formal worship of Yaweh 
(Jehovah) developed into a more highly-organ- 
ized religious worship than it did among the 
other Semite nations in the area extending from 
Persia to Egypt. The religion had no name yet. 
In. immitation of the manner in which reli- 
gious worship was then practiced in Egypt, 
the Hebrews erected many large temples in their 
new homeland for the formal worship of Yaweh 
(Jehovah.) This newly-developed, highly-organ- 
ized worship of Yaweh (Jehovah) created a 
priesthood which became a powerful faction 
among the ruling classes.

Wlhiem the Yiddish people elected to refer to 
themselves as .YMdisIi rather than as Khazars, 
til© lamginage which they spoke. thereafter became 
kmowaa as tlie "Yiddish langiiagfe."

"'■"* "Yahudi" is today the word in the Semitic 
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languages which describes persons professing 
Judaism as their, religious belief. During the 
conquest of the Khazar Kingdom by the Russrians 
m the 10th and 11th Centuries A.D. many of the 
wealthy Judaized Khazars fled to foreign lands 
yike the wealthy French fled when Hitler invaded 
France. When the Judaized Khazars arrived in 
Syria, Egypt, Italy, Spain, and other western 
European coiintries, they met co-religionists 
about whom they had never known. For some 
reason the Judaized Khazars objected to reference 
to themselves as "Yahudi." At this time the 
Judaized Khazar refugees invented the word 
"Yid" as the term by which they preferred to be 
Mentified. "Yiddish" is the adjective form of the 
noun "YM". The Jewish Encyclopaedia makes 
very interesting disclosures regarding . the origin 
of the word "Yiddish" and the disappearance from 
history of the word "Khazar." In Vol. VII, page 
175, the following reference succinctly summar- 
izes the history of this evolution, in the following 
quotation; . 

"Amomg IKussiaai Jews a distinction is made 

between Yahudi . . . and Yid, one of Russian 
• ©T LlthBaiiuan extraction." 

The Judaized Khazars originally came from 
tlhie heart of Asia. About the First Century B.C. 
an Asiatic Torki-Finn Mongoloid tribal-nation 
called the Khazars, invaded eastern Europe 
through the land passage between the Urals and 
the Casp^n Sea, In their ancient Asiatic home- 
jand ^ the Khazars inhabited the territo ry in Cen- 
tral Asia in the area where today the north-west 
Chinese province of Sinkiang is situated. After 
the invasion of eastern Europe by these war-like 
Asiatic Turki-Finn Mongoloids, the Khazars in 
rapid succession conquered 25 pastoral nations 
which had peacefully occupied that territory from 
pre-his'toric times. The Khazar Kingdom grew 
rapidly and was soon recognized as the most 
powerful nation in Europe. 

The Khazars were the gi-eatest military power 
Im Europe between the 5th and 10th Centuries 
A.®. Their military power completely dominated 
the entire area of eastern' Europe .Tlie Khazars 
were a pagan nation until 692 A.D. when the 
Khazar King, Bulan, the Khazar nobles, and the 
Khazar nation were converted to Judaism. The 
Khazar kings imported Talmudic Rabbis from 
Babylonia and built synagogues and schools 
throughout the Khazar Kingdom for the educa- 
tion of the Khazars in the 1'almud. Talmudic law 
toecame the code under which their civil life 
was administered. Civil administration of the 
Khazar Kingdom was in the hands of the Talmu- 
dic rabbis as in ancient times. The Talmudio 
rabbis who had been imported into the Khazar 
Kingdom from Babylonia introduced the primi- 
tive form of religious worship practiced in the 
ancent temples and the theocratic form of civil 
administration practiced in ancient times 

RUSSIA GITS KHAZARS 

Jul *he lOth-lll^h Centuries Russia conquered 
Judaized- Khasars merging fhem into Russia 

The modem Judaic population of eastern 
European countries, known as Yiddish people, 
Vv:ere known as the Khazar Kingdom before the 
nth Century, A.D. The Khazar Kingdom at one 
time occupied 800,000 square miles extending 
from the Black Sea northward to the Gulf of 
F'inland, and from the Urals westward to the 
middle of Europe. Before its conquest by the 
Russians and its merger into. Russia in the 10th 
and lltli Century, the Khazar Kingdom was the 
largest'and most powerful state in Europe. It is 
mot a generally known fact that Russia did not 
-exlst-prior to the 9th Century A.D. Prior to the 
9th Century A.D. to the north of the Khazar 
Kingdom there existed a large wandering popula- 
tion of nornadic Slavs. This, roving, nomadic 
Slav population existed in a primitive state. of 
civilzaton without . even family life. 

About the 9ih Century A.D. a small group 



of immigrants froim the Scandinavian peninsula 
landed amongst these Slavs and settled there 
permanently. These Scandinavian immigrants 
are known to history as the Varangians.^ These 
Scandinavians organized the nomadic Slavs into 
a small state of a few thousand square miles, 
smaller than the State ot Rhode Island and called 
it the Principality of Ros. This new, tiny, Slav 
nation to the north of the Khazar Kingdom grew 
in size by victory after victory and became ulti- 
mately the Russian Empire. About the 10th 
Century A.D. this new, tiny, Russian, nation con- 
quered the Kliazar Kingdom. The victorious 
Russians merged into the rapidly expanding Rus- 
sian state the territory and the population of the 
Khazar Kingdom. At the time of the conquest 
of the Khazar Kingdom by the Russians in the 
lOth-llth Centuries, the Khazars had^been 
Judaized for many centm-ies. 

The Kliazars were Judaized in the "Sth Cen- 
tury A.D. Prior to that time they were a pagan 
nation of phallic-worshippers. The conversion of 
the Khazars to Judaism about ' 692 A.D. is 
responsible for the' presence in eastern Europe of 
large Judaic populations. After the Judaized Kha- 
zars were merged, into the population of the 
expanding Russian state, the name Khazar dis- 
appears from history. The Judaized Khazar popu- 
lation, known after their conquest as the Yid- 
dist population, resisted assimilation into the 
Russian nation. , The Judaized Khazars retained 
their former language, their form of religious 
worship and the customs and culture resulting 
from their strict observance of Talmudic law. 
The resistance of the Yiddish population to as- 
similation created many problems for the Rus- 
sians. The Russians had a language of their own, 
an alphabet of their own, and since the year 986 
A.D. Christianity was the state religion in Rus- 
sia. Prince Vladimir III, the ruler of Russia, was 
converted to Christianity in 986 A.D. He at- 
tempted to make Christianity the religion of all 
the Russian people including the former Judaized 
Khazars but in that he was not successful,

The conversion of tl»e Ifhazars in the 7th. 
Century and their conquest by the Russians in 
the lOth-llth Centuries explains the presence 
in modern times in Russia, Poland, Lithuania, 
Hungary, Austria (Galicia), Czecho -Slovakia and 
Rumania of their large Judaic populations, all 
indicating identical racial origin, all speaking an 
identical language foreign to .the balance of the 
native popidations, all observing identical customs, 
all clinging to an identicar culture, and all prac- 
ticing their common religious belief with identical 
formalities duplicating the ancient Babylonian 
Talmudic rituals. 

Between the 12th Century and the 18th. 
Century Russia sufferred many defeats at the 
hands of the rapidly-expanding small Central 
European nations. Russia was defeated by Po- 
land, Lithuania, Hungary, Austria (Galicia), Ru- 
mania and others. The nations .which defeated 
Russia each obtained a piece of Russian territory. 
The territories obtained by them were formerly 
part of the Khazar Kingdom. Xliose victorious 
nations acquired with the former territory of 
the Khazar Kingdom the captive Judaized Kha- 
zars who inhabited them. The population was 
transferred with the territory as it has been done 
all through history. 

The Judaized Khazars were the ancestors of 
present Judaic Russians, Judaic Poles, Judaic 
Lithuanians, Judaic Galicians (Austrains), Judaic 
Hungarains, Judaic Czechs, and Judaic Ruman- 
ians. That part of the population included in 
these nations formed the Judaized Kingdom be- 
fore its conquest and subsequent cutting-up.

Pro- 
fessor Graetz presents the results of his research 
about the Khazars as follows;

pire of the Huns, on the 'frontier between 
Europe and Asia.

Tlie 
Byzantine emperors trembled at the name of 
the Khazars, flattered them, and paid them 
a tribute, in order to restrain their lust after " 
the loot of Constantinople. Tlie° Bulgarians, 
and other tribes, were the vassals of the 
Khazars, and the people of Kiev were ob~ 
Uged to pay them as an annual tax a sword 
and a fine skin for every household. WITH

The alphabet of the Bible, called the Hebrew 
alpliabet, is the alphabet adopted from the Ca- 
naanites by the invading desert-dwelling former 
JS^ptians under Joshua. These Egyptian exiles 



were illiterates having lived in the Sinai desert 
about forty years without the benefit of culture. 
The invaders under Joshua found a higli degree 
of culture among the Canaanites. Their language 
was enriched By the assimilation of the Canaanite 
vocabulary. 

The Christian public is mislead into believ- 
ing that the Yiddish people are the "chosen 
people" of the Bible because their alphabet is 
the same as the alphabet whicli appears in the 
versions of the Bible printed in Hebrew. 

However, there is not one word of the 
Hebrew language in Yiddish, the modern name 
for the native language of the Judaized Khazars. 

JUPAiSM NOW CAPTIVE 

Yiddish Marxists have worked for a century^ 
for dictatorship over world-wide Judaism 

With the rare exception of a few congrega- 
tions, Judaism as a practicing religious belief 
has been captured, "lock, stock, and barrel," by 
Yiddish Marxist fronts.

never wrong when it comes to statistics, ai\d the 
New York Times would hardly print it unless 
they also were sure of the facts. 

The Yiddish Marxist high -command forbade i 
rabbis to refer to Marxism (communism) un- 
favorably from their pulpits or elsewhere. Rabbi 
Schultz was dismissed from his post as rabbi 
with a prominent synagogue in Yonkers, N.Y. 
because he dared to excoriate Marxism (com- 
munism) ^from his pulpit and in newspaper sta!te- 
ments. This rabbi was penniless but he was 
dumped out of his position for talking against 
Marxism (communism). This case received a 
lot of publicity and there were probably others 
which did not. If Judaism as a practicing religion 



is not under the control of Yiddish Marxists why 
doesn't the organized rabl/.ate publicly express 
themselves against MarxiJ'.n^ (communism)- like 
other anti-Marxist (anti-communist) practicing 
religious organizations.

Firstiy, Marxism had 
i^ OTgin in a period of history when a fonn of 
autocracy existed which' deserved to be fought. 
It was a form of autocracy, however, which was 
disappearing rapidly throughout Europe, parti- 
cularly in the geographic area in which Marxism 
had its origin. Secondly, Marxism had thus far 
been successfully introduced only into those coun- 
tries which have been tremendously weakened 
by long periods of military reverses. Marxism 
has never been introduced successfully into any 
country which has not been physically and spirit- 
ually exhausts! by the attrition of military re- 
verses. 

Without world-wars there are no war-weary 
populations to whom Marxists can hold out the 
Marxist promise of a Utopia. The impact of war 
upon nations is reflected in the political, social, 
and economic reactions with "which the world is 
quite familiar. Marxists know that disappearing 
political, ' social, and economic autocracies make 
it necessary for Marxists to seek other fields in 
search of valid arguments to justify Marxist 
world-revolution. In the recent past, world wars 
have supplied Marxism with aU the arguments it 
required to wage its war against civilized society.

York Journal American and by Victor Riesel in 
the New Yohk. Daily Mirror. Add up what has 
been revealed by Congressman Martin W. Dies, 
Congressman J. Parnell Thomas and Congress- 
man Richard T. Nixon of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Add up what has 
been revealed by Whittaker Chambers, Professor 
Louis Budenz, Doctor J. B. Matthews and Major 
George Racey Jordan. Add up what has been 
revealed by Fulton Lewis Jr. on his broadcasts 
over the Mutual Radio Network. What do all 
these symptons add up to? "There are none so 
blind as those who wiU not see" 

The incontestable facts revealed by these 
patriots prove beyond the shadow of a doubt the 
existence in this country, for more than thirty 
years, of counterfeit Americans, agents of the 
Soviet Union masquerading as genuine Ameri- 
cans. During aU this period they have been act- 
ing as spies for an avowed" enemy of- this country. 
The patriots mentioned above, in their publicity, 
have not been able to reveal to the , American 
public the fundamental and basic reasons for 
this deplorable condition. The press and the 
radio are muzzled by the friends of the traitors. 
The effectiveness of this censorship is amazing. 
This censorship will not permit historic and 
scientific facts to be mentioned, in newspapers, 
magazines or on the air, which would alert the 
American public to their danger.

The American people are living in the hope 
unless the United States drops an atom-bomb 
first on the Soviet Union or a satellite state, that 
the Soviet Union will not unload its atom-bombs 
on the United States.

It paralyzes the imagination to picture this 
nation, with a large fraction of its total popula- 
tion either burned to a cinder, fried to death, or 
victims of radio-active burns, buried under the 
ffuins of a coast-to-coast atom-bomb blitz, and 
asking the Soviet Union for terms of surender. 
It is not conceivable for the average American to 
■even imagine what those terms will be like. 
The terms for surrender of the United States 
to the Soviet Union will make the "unconditional 
surrender" terms offerred to Germany and Japan 
seem in comparison like the most generous peace 
proposal ever offered to a defeated enemy in all 
the recorded annals of h istory. 

^iie '•'we-never-lost-a-war" attitude of the 
American people must not become a psychosis 
which can prove fatal. That psychology applied 
ip an era which is a closed book in our history. 
A new era opened with the discovery of the 
atom-bomb. The territory of this country is now 
threatened by a foreign power for the first time 
since the burning of the city of Washington by 
the British in the War of 1812. Every square 
foot of this country' at this moment faces a fate 
so very much worse. This '*we-never-Iost-a-war'* 
psychology may prove the reason for losing the 
next war. The nation has been told by its most 
responsible leaders that the next -war may end 
in defeat. "We-can-lose-the-next-war" is the 
realistic attitude which should be adopted by 
the American people under the circumstances. 

Three steps must be taken at once. if the 
nation is to survive the peril with which it is 
faced. This is the first step. Fix the responsibili- 
ty for the danger which now threatens its ex- 
istence. This is the second step. Prevent any 
further deterioration in the domestic factors 
which are vital to the preservation of the Ameri- 
can heritage. This is the third step. Promptly 
and adequately prepare to meet any military 
challenge by the Soviet Union. These three steps 
are the A,BtC of keeping this nation from fol- 
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lowing in the footsteps of other victims of Soviet 
Union aggression. Ignorance may be blissful, 
but wisdom in this matter will prove to be any- 
thing but foolish despite what the proverb states 
to the contrary. 

Failure to give prompt and proper considera- 
tion, and attention to the first of these three 
steps, will make it utteriy unpossibio to hope 
for success in the second and third of these three 
steps. In such an event, the consequent calamity 
to the nation beggars description. Only very fast 
thinking, and faster action, are now able to avert 
the slaughter and defeat which appear at this 
moment both imminent and inevitable. 

Having walked in a Fool's , Paradise for 
five years, (1949-1950,) this nation now finds it- 
self face to face with the possibility of meeting 
the fate which has befallen Russia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Roumania and other 
victims of the Soviet Unioh's "creeping con- 
quest."

The F.B.I, should start at once to pin-point

Until bombing planes were able to "pin- 
point" their targets the enemy had little to fear 
from air-power. In World War II the enemy was 
not put out of business by "saturation" bombing, 
droping a thousand or more bombs on a single 
target at one time hoping that some of them 
would hit. The enemy was quickly put out of 
business, however, by ''pin-point" bombing. "Pin- 
point" bombing made "saturation" bombing as 
obsolete as the muzzle-loading flint-lock musket. 

Now is not a time to try "saturation" bomb- 
ing. Now is the time to use "pin-point" bombing. 
The real enemies of the nation must be ferreted 
out with "pin-point' methods. They can be pro- 
perly dealt with then. They must first be dis- 
covered. It has been truly stated that in order 
to make a rabbit-stew the first thing to do is to 
catch the rabbit. But before it i;? possible to catch 
the rabbit it is necessary to have an idea what a 
rabbit looks like. , 

It hardly seems that "pin-point" bomb-sights, 
wil be required to locate the real enemies of this 
nation, Tlie "rabbits" have revealed their identi- 
ty openly. The real enemies . of the nation are 
the Marxists. Marxists are the apostles of Karl 
Marx. They are the disciples of Marxism. They 
preach humanity in a straght- jacket of the 
ideologies taught by Karl Marx. They boast that 
the American heritage will soon be replaced by a 
Marxists dictatorship.

By way of background information VON EER LINUEN advised that the 
subject was born October 13, 1^0, in Norman, Oklahoma. His father was 
OONNELL BERNAHD McGINLSY, who was born February 1, 1851, in Ireland, and is 
now deceased. His mother is KAIHERINS ERITCH, who was born March l4, 1S59» 
at Chilicothe, Ohio, and presently resides at 4210 Roseland Street, Dallas, 
Te^cas* The subject is a member of the Knights of Columbus, and is a Roman 
Catholic. 

LOUIS ZEHNBAUER, real estate broker with offices at 
996 Stuyvesant Avenue, Union, Nev; Jersey, v;as interviewed, and advised that 
he has known the subject for a period of six or seven years, and that the 
extent of his associa,tion urith the subject has been throiogh business only. He 
cliaracterised the subject as a "nut" who is very eccentric. He stated that 
when he first knew the subject he was an ardent follower of FATHSR COTJGHLIN 
and President Eoosevelt, but that rfter FATHTJi COUSELIN vraa forced off his 
weekly broadcast , the subject blamed President Roosevelt for this, and turned 
agaii^t the President, He believes that the subject is an Isolationist, and 
bases this belief on the fact that the subject endeavored • to get him to go to 
a peace rally at Madison Square Garden, New York, some two years ago to hear 
LliDBERGH speak. ZEHKBADER stated that the subject has on occasions sent 
FATHER COUGBHLIN'S magazine "Social Justice" to his house, although ne is imable 
to advise a reason for the subject's doing this, as he, ZEHKBAUER, never 
indicated any interest in this magazine. 

He stated he never heard the subject make ariy pro-German or anti- 
Semitic remarks, and believes that the subject is the type who is easily swayed- 
He stated that in his opinion the subject is liarmless, and is not dangeroijs 
to the internal security of this country. 

He advised further that the subject has a son in the U, S. M-^rines, 
and that the subject has on occasions spoken to ZEEffiBAUER relative to 
setting up his son in the restaurait business after the war is over. He 
stated further tb-at the subject has on occasions told him that he, the subject, 
hopes that the U'. S. vdll win not only the war, but also the peace that follows, 

The records of the Union, Nev/ Jersey Police Department and of the 
Retail Merchants Credit Bureau were checked for derogatory information on the 
subject, v/ith negative results:

COM)E J» McGINLEY presently resides alone in a converted store 
at 2001-3 Pleasant Parkway, ttiion, N« J« This building serves as his 
office and the publication headquarters of the newspaper "Common Sense" 
of which McGINLEY is the Ovmer, Editor and Publisher^ 

In May 19^2, an allegation was supplied to the Newark Office that 
CELIA BROM McGINLEY had requested an enployee to contribute 10 per cent of 
his income to Camp Nordland, a German-American Bund Camp located in Northern 
New Jersey* On the basis of this allegation^ an investigation was conducted 
by the New Jersey State Police, which organization found no basis for the 
complaint* 

It is noted that the German-American Bund has been cited by the 
Attorney General of the United States as a Fascist organization coming 
within the purview of Executive Order 9835» 

During the investigation, it was learned by the New Jersey State 
Police that CONDE McGINLEY, SR» was born in Oklahoma and assisted his wife 
in the operation of a curb service restaurant in Belmar, N» J, At the time 
of the investigation, he was separated from his wife and was residing at 
1259 Stuyvesant Ave*, Union, N, J«, at which address he was operating a small 
lunchroom* 

In the State Police report, McGINLEY was reported as being the 
father of WILLIAHf BETTIS McGINLEY, born in Chickasha, Okla*} CONDE McGINLEY, 
JR,, born in Oklahoma; and NONA McGINLEY, born in Oklahoma* 

At the time of the State Police investigation, there was no 
record at the State Bxireau of Criminal Identification on any member of the 
McGINLEY family* 

In late 19U6> Newark Confidential Informant T-2, of known 
reliability, addressed a letter dated 7/25A6 to the Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, indicating that he had become acquainted with an

Congressman WILLIAM SUTPHIN of Matawan, N# J#J DONALD STEINER, 
New Jersey State Highway Commissioner; and L# J, ZEHNBAUER, Real Estate 
Broker, Union, N. J# 

The records reflected that McGINLET was born in Norman, Okla#, 
on 10/13/90, His father, CONNELL BERNARD McGINLEY, was born on February 1, 
l85l in Ireland, and his mother, CATHERINE FRITCH, was born on March lU, ^ 
1859 in Chillicothe, Ohio, 

According to LOUIS ZEHNBAUER, Real Estate Broker, 996 Stujrvesant 
Ave,, Union, N# J*, who was interviewed by Special Agent EDWARD Jt SHEILS 
on 2/7/U5, CONDE McGINLEY was known to ZEHNBAUER only through business 
associationSf ZEHNBAUER considered CONDE McGINLEY very eccentric and to be 
easily swayed* He considered him harmless, of no danger to the country, 
and stated he had never heard him make either pro-German or anti-Semitic 
r^narks. 

PUBLICATION ^^COM/rON SEMSE/^ FORMERLY *> THINK WEEKLY^ 

According to Newark Confidentiar informant T-2, who reported 
in February 1951, in December 19li6 or January 19li7 CONDE Jt McGINLEY who 
was publishing a so-called anti-Semitic newspaper called "Think Weekly," 
set about with the assistance of WILLIAH/I J* O'HIIEN of Montclair, N* J, 
to organize an action group which would conduct anti-Gemmuiiist meetings 
and rallies in cooperation with the publication and thereby increase the 
circulation of the paper. 

The name of the newspaper ''Think Weekly" was changed to "Common 
Sense" in June 19U7» 

The action groiqp first called itself the Loyal American Cong!J>tee 
and later changed its name to the Loyal American Greup* 

MERGER YiflTH THE NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE 

Newark Confidential Informant T-^2 supplied in February 195l» an 
undated letter from WILLIAM J, 0*BRIEN which had been received by him in

action group, Loyal American Group, with the Nationalist Action League 
of Philadelphia, Ih this letter, it was announced that the Loyal American 
Group was dropping its name in favor of the Nationalist Action League, 
that the LAG would be the New Jersey Chapter of the Nationalist Action 
League, and that the ^Nationalist Action League under W» HENRY MacFARLAND, 
JR., Editor and Publisher of the ^National Progress," was discontinuing 
publication in favor of "Common Sense" which would become^' the organ of 
the Nationalist Action League* 

It is noted that the Nationalist Action League has been cited 
as a Fascist organization coming within the purview of Executive Order

In February 1951;^ Newark T-2 reported that there had been some 
discussion at meetings conducted by a group of OOMDE McGINLEI^s associates 
regarding the Nationalist Action League and the announced merger of the 
New Jersey Loyal American Group with the NAL» 

The Informant reported that he believed CONDE McGINIEY had avoided 
continuing his association with the Nationalist Action League when it was 
learned by McGINLEI that the NAL was attempting to have its name as an 
organization removed from the Attorney General's list of Fascist organizations* 

In February 1952, the Informant reported that at a meeting 
on 1/25/52 held in the office of "Common Sense," Pleasant Parkway, Union, 
N. J,^ CONDE McGINLEY announced that the group was to participate in a 
campaign to elect General DOUGLAS MacARTHUR as President* Information 
on this campaign was to be obtained by Yi/riting to one JOHN W# MOORE of 
6130 North Hiawatha Ave., Chicago 30, Illb 

Newark T-2 reported in October 1952 that he had attended a 
meeting of the "Common Sense" Group held on the evening of 7/2 2/52 at 
the office of "Common Sense." During this meeting, Mr. WILLIABil O^BRIEN 
and CONDE McGINLEY both discussed the Chicago Convention of Nationalists 
which they had attended early in July* According to the Informant, the 
invitation to the "Common Sense" meeting was iiorded so as to indicate 
that there would be a discussion or report on the Republican Convention 
when actually the report was on the i'^ationalist Convention held in Chicago, 
111. from July k to J-uly 6, 1952. 

WILLIAM 0»BRIEN reported at this meeting that the Nationalist 
Convention meeting was held at the Hotel Atlantic in Chicago, 111. He 
indicated that General MacARTHUR and Senator MCCARTHY were aware of these 
convention sessions^ but had not addressed the convention. 

McGINLEY announced that the men at the convention fully 
appreciated the efforts of "Common Sense" and that the group was in full 
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support of McGINLEY^s objectives, McGINLEY reported that his newspaper 
"Common Sense" was considered to be "tops" in Nationalist circles and 
McGINLEY stated he never realized how important his paper was iintil he 
met various leaders of Nationalist groups in Chicago* 

It was announced at this meeting that a Mrs* VAN HYNING had 
presided over a portion of the Chicago meeting* She was identified as the 
Editor of "The loman's Voice." 

According to the Informant, it was announced at this meeting 
that among the delegates to the convention of Nationalists, which was held 
for the purpose of uniting various Nationalist groups, were Mrs» ELIZABETH 
BILLING, a Mr^ FAGAN, and two Catholic priests from Chicago whose names 
were, to the best of the Informant's recollection, FLANIGAN and McNAMARA, 
both of whom were enthusiastic about the newspaper "Common Sense" and 
offered to distributo the newspaper at special gatherings* 

It was announced that one of the speakers at the Nationalist 
Convention was a Reverend MacARTHUR, a cousin of General MacARTHUR, who 
brought out the fact that General MacARTHUR was "on their side#" 

During this particular meeting, according to the Informant, 
it was announced that the circulation of "Common Sense" had reached 
30,000 and that it was estimated that each issue was read by at least 
five persons, making the reader total 1^0,000 ♦ 

According to the Informant, near the end of the July 22 meeting 
in Union, a discussion was brought up regarding the establishment of a

The Informant reported that during a meeting in the office of

The 6/15/52 issue of "Comriion Sense," which was apparently late

sent through the mail to the complainants. It was reported in 
November, 1953, by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J» McGlnley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense." 

In view of the above, a brief summary of McGinley's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for your information. 

Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable Informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World V/ar II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 19^6. 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 19^6, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. 

In December, 19^6, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper. This group, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 19^9^ with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McParland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The 
informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McParland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
was re-cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 



The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies

Prosecutor Meets With Stamler In Study Of 
^Common Sense^^ Accused Of Anti^Semitisnt 
— Paper Published In Union Drew Protests 

Representatives of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith met with Prosecutor H. Douglas Stine yesterday at the 
courthouse in the probe of "Common Sense," a semi-monthly 
newspaper published in Union. 

Mr. Stine said nothing new was 
developed at the session, and added 
that the investigation is continu- 
ing. He said he has received back 
issues of the paper from Conde 
McGinley of 530 Chestnut St., 
Union, publisher. ^ 

The publication has been accused 
of anti-Semitism. 

Meeting with the prosecutor were 
Nelson F. Stamler of Union, execu- 
tive chairman of the New Jersey 
regional board of the ADL, and 
Zvi Sobel of Newark, a field rep- 
resentative for the group. 

Action Discussed 

They gave Mr. Stine added mate- 
rial and discussed possible lines 
of action in the investigation. Mr. 
Stamler said today the ADL plans 
to meet again with the prosecutor 
on the issue. 

The prosecutor declined any 
comment on the publication pend- 
ing the outcome of the investiga- 
tion by his office and Union police. 
He said the FBI is being informed 
on the progress of the probe be- 
cause the distribution of the paper 
apparently is an interstate matter. 

Mr. McGinley sent back issues 
of his newspaper voluntarily, Mr. 
Stine said. There were about 25 
copies in the package, the prose- 
cutor said. He added that Mr. 
McGinley claims he mails a copy 
of each issue to the FBI.

The prosecutor initiated a probe

testing letters. The correspondence 
followed the recent temple bomb- 
ings in Atlanta,. Ga., and Peoria, 
111., he said. 

Mr. Stme said he has one letter 
which is favorable to the paper. 
It came from a New York resident 
who described *'Common Sense** 
as an anti-Communist paper. The 
remainder of his mail protests the 
publication, he said. 

The prosecutor saidjhe current 
phase of the **Commoi Sense" in- 
vestigation involves a Union police 
check on distribution In the town-!

Inasmuch as WILLIAM J. SMITH is the 
personal attorney for Governor PAUBUS, it would be of interest 
to ascertain if these publications were sent to Mr. SMITH, noting 
that there is a WILL J# SMITH who is a known segregationist in 
Little Rock and there is considerable confusion among the people 
between these two individuals. Since this publication has been 
disseminated and reported in the press as having been so 
distributed at the scene at Little Rock Central High School, it 
would appear that a direct inquir could be made without 
embarrassment to the bureau at the publishing house in New Jersey 
in order to identify and obtain the specific address of the 
W. J» SMITH who was the recipient of one package of the pub- 
lication "COMMON SENSE". Newark should also attempt to ascertain 
the identity and address of any other individuals in Little Rock 
who received any sizeable shipment of this publication, including 
Hi P. COOK, who received a package at the same time as W. J. SMITH* 
Newark is requested to make this check promptly unless advised 
to the contrary by New York office, who furnished the original 
information from a confidential source. It is believed this 
Information can now be obtained without revealing the identity 
of the source.

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The issue of ♦'Know the Truth'* reflects infonnation 
concerning dealings between CONDE McGINLEY and BENJAMIN H. 
FliEEDIIAN. 

CONDE McGliiLI^lY said that he had seen this issue 
of ^^lOicw the Truth" fnd advised th?t he knev/ that BENJAMIN H. 
FREED/lAN had publisl/ed this issue of "Know the Truth." and 
that he had ascertained that said issue had been printed 
by the International Press Corporation, Wallington, New 
Jersey^ 




CONDE iTcGINLEY said thnt he had had some difficulty 
with BENJAMIN ILf FREEDrlAN concerning an issuo of ''Common 
Sense J' which yas to have boeri published shortly after 
Chrisrnas, l-^'/^o He said that, .:'ince that- time, he has nad 
no business d^^.^;llrigs vri + h. *??]f]o"AMIN H. FREEDMAN^ but has 
spoken to /R5;eD'::.^N several times on the telephone o Therefore, 
he* considers: himself back on a friendly basis with FRBEDMAN. 
He stated at the outset tiiat he desired to point out that 
he had always con:;iderod BEUJAMIN H. FiffiEDMAN to be a very 
truthful person and^ he said, despite business disagreements 
with ?T£EDMAN, ho still held to that opinion He further 
said that, in his opinion, BENJ'^MIN H. FRE-^'DMAN vr^s a very 
sincere man who was interested in combating Communism, and 
a person who considered th.^t certain necple in this country 
who were interr.stod in Zionism also held to Corainunist 
principals.

McGINLEY said that, thereafter, he^ McGINLEY, would 
send out approximately 20,000 co;oies of that issue to the 
regular subscribers of the publication, "Common Sense."

McGINLEY said that the second issue of "Common 
Sense" which was "taken by BENJAMIN H. FPlEEDM/.N" was some 
time during November of 19^8 or December of 1^^8o He said 
that he recalled that the caption on this issue was to 
the following effect: 

"Are We Dupos or Dopes for Marxism" 

According to McGINLEY, this second issue of "Common 
Sense" published solely for and by BENJAMIN H. FP^^EDWiN in 
November or December of 19^f8, was printed r>t the Western 
Newspaper Union, a printing establishment in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. McGINLEY said that FREEDMAN paid this printing 
company directly for the printing of the second issue. 

McGINLEY said that, during 1950, BENJAMIN H. FRBEDM/iN 
had loaned him approximately $1100, which monies were advanced 
to McGINLEY at various ti*:ies in v-irious sums all by checks 
and all drav/n on the same banlc, tliat is, the Tradesmen's 
National Bank and Trust Company of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 

McGINLEY said that to the best of his recollection 
. BENJAMIN H. FREEDM/.N "took" three complete issues of "Common 
^ Sense" which were published by and for BENJAMIN H. FliEEDM/vN 
during 1950. 

He said that the first issue, put out solely for 
and by FREEDM^iN during 1950, w^s one which was published 
sometime during the first three months of ].950. He advised 
that the theme of this issue was the "Emearbund," and related 
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that this issue contained information concerning the way 
CoiiiinuMstp smear artists attempted to discredit sincere 
Americans, He advj.sed that he recalls that this issue made 
mention of WALTER WINCHELL and contained a picture of 
WALTER V/INCHELL, a noted nev/spaper columnist, on the front 
page of the issue.

McGINLEY further recalled that, after BENJAMIN H. 
FREEDMAN had testified before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee concerning the appointment of ANNA M. ROSENBERG, 
FREEDMAN had been berated by FRI^KDIIAN ' S wife. He said that 
he recalled that FREEDMAN'S wife in McGINIJ5Y'S presence 
had told BENJAMIN H. FREEDMAN that he could not hope to 
be successful in these efforts against ANNA M. ROSENBERG.

FREEDMAN said that he would not remove 
this material and, thereafter^ left the offices of "Common 
Sense," and has had no business dealings with McGINLEY since ^ 
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McGINLEY said that thnt particular issue of "Corrimon 
Sense" which v/as to be publishod solely for and by BENJAMIN H. 
FREED^IAN was never circulated by ''Common Sense, ^^ He advi.sed 
that later ho had seen the issvie of "Know the Truth/' pub- 
lirjhcd on January 2, 1951.

McGINLEY recalled that, when FREEDKT.N was at the 
offices of "Common Sense" around Christmas of 1950, the 
elderly gentleman accompanying FREEDi¥iN was a person of 80 
to 85 years of age^ small in stature and with gray hair. 
He said that this individual apparently had no interest in 
the matter but was merely a person who had boon dining with 
BENJAMIN Ho FREEDM/.N that evening and had accompanied FREEDM/iN 
and his wife to the offices of "Common Sense" solely because 
he happened to be in FREEDMAN*S company at the time.

McGXNLEY said that he knew of no offices maintained 
by BENJAMIN H. FlffiEDMAN. and advised that ho had no knowledge 

that. BENJAMIN K. FPEEDf-l/iH had secured money from any 
one to assist him in his publication of the various issues 
of ^'Common Sense" or to assist FREEDI-L^N in advancing monies 
to McGINLEY for "Common Sense," McGINLEY further said that 
he had never received any rxioncy from or through the wife of 
BENJAMIN H. F'ilSEDi^:N, Mrs, ROSE FRFJ'lDMi'*'. Ho said that he 
knew of no bank accoionts for cither of the FPJilEDWiNS other 
than the one previously mentioned for BENJAMIN H. FFiEEDiiAN 
at Philadelphia^ Pennsylvania. 

In regard to the N"over.te)er 1, 1^ issue o-' "Common Sense" 
which issue, McGINLEY said, dealt with ANNA H. ROSENBERG, 
it is his recollection that approximately 50,000 copies of 
this issue were printed. He said that he would have taken 
approximately 20,000 copies of this issue for tJirculation 
among the regular subscribers to "Common Sense," and advised 
that BENJAMIN H. FREEDl^L'JI would have distributed the remaining 
copies through a mail service to individuals other than the 
regular subscribers of "Common Senae." 

McGINLEY said thpt he could not estimate the cost 
of the printing of that particular issue. He advised that the 
cost may have been as high as $7,000. He said that he cannot 
estimate ^the cost since he knows that BENJAMIN H. FRI5EDM/-N 
was very extravagant in regard to printing charges for the 
various issues of "Comraon Sense" published solely by and for 
FREEDMfiN. He explained, that FREEDM^'.N would have copies 
reprinted several times until he thought that the printing 
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typo was the right type. Further, Mc.GINLEY st.^.tod thnt 
FREEDM/.N thought nothing of having typographers repeat the 
setting up of the loads and captions for these particular 
issues several times until ho thought that these various 
captions wore set up in the host manner possible. McGINLEY 
related that in this way the charges for printing of each 
particular issue could amount to several times what that 
issue should cost if it was only run off one time. McGINLEY 
further said that ho knows that BENJAMIN H. Fl^EDMTvN paid* 
other expenses in regard to the circulation of the copies 
of this particular issue other than those- circulated to the 
regular subscribers of "Common Sense •" McGINLEY explained 
that, concerning the copies circulated by FFEEDl^iN personally, 
FREEDM/iN would pay one and one-half cents to a mailing 
company in New York City for the mailing of each copy of this 
issue, and further would pay two cents for the stamps for the 
mailing of each copy and one cent for the envelope in which 
each copy was mailod. 

McGINLKY was asked if he had any business dealings 
with the Benart Mail Service. He said he had not, and did 
not kno^.-^ the location of this mail service but advised that, 
now that the name was mentioned to him, he recalled that 
there was some connection betv;oen BENJAMIN H. FI-tEEDMAN and 
the Benart Mail Service. Ho said that ho cannot recall 
whether FRELiDMAN utilized this mail service or not, but be- 
lieves he recalls the? name Benart Mail Service somehow in 
connection vith BENJAMIN H. FREEDM/.N. He indicated that, to 
his knpwledge, FREEDM/.N had ha.d no personal or financial 
interest in Benart Mail Service, and advised that he believed 
it is possible that this may have been the mailing service 
utilized by BENJAMIN II. FP^ED>IAN to send out copies of the- 
issues of "Common Sense" published by and for BENJAMIN H. 
FREEDMfxN. However, McGINLEY advised th^ he was not certain 
of thiSo 

McGINLEY said that he had never met FJ.LPH DE SOLA, 
and further s^id that, he knew of no ono named RUSSELL MAGUIRE. 
He related that he had never heard FKEEDM/iN make mention of 
any friend of FREEDIl^N'S who would be associated with the 
Thompson Machinegiin business. 
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MeGINLEY did not have with him any of the copies 
of the issues of "Common Sense" which had been published 
solely by and for BENJ/iMIN H. FBEEDM/iN.
